Washington, April 8.— It was offi- 
cially admitted today that a treaty 
had been drafted between tho United 
States and Great Britain providing for 
tho appointment of a joint commission 
which will consider all of tho complex 
questions connected with the water 
boundaries between Canada and tho 
United States. 

Those will include such questions as 
the disposition of waters of the Great 
Lakes, the regulation of tho use of 
water at Niagara Falls for power pur- 
poses, and the whole general subject 
of fisheries regulations, not only for 
the Great Lakes, but for the Atlantic 
and Pacific states. 

This will require the approval of the 
United States senato to become effect- 
ive, but It is supposed that an ar- 
rangement in the nature of a modus 
vivendl will bo reached between Sec- 
retary Root apd Ambassador Bryco in 
the near future.

A deputation from Esquimalt headed 
by John Jardinc, the member for that 
district, and composed of Messrs Bil- 
linghurst, Barton, McArthur, S. Rutter, 
R. H. Nnnn, F. G. Pell, John Day J. 
Finmore A. W. McCurdy and John 
Brydon waited on the provincial gov 
ernment yesterday and asked that the 
sanitary conditions prevailing in cer- 
tain seclions of Esquimalt be given 
attention. They contend that the situ- 
ation was serious and that it required 
looking Into and some action being 
taken by the administration. The 
health of thos residing In the immedi- 
ate neighborhood was threatened. Dr. 
Fagan was also present and corrob- 
orated the statements of the delega- 
tion that the conditions were very ob- 
jectionable. 

The reply of the government was to 
the effect that if tho district would in- 
corporate as a municipality tho cus- 
tomary assistance would then be given. 

It was decided by tho delegates to 
call a public meeting on Wednesday 
night to discuss the whole matter with 
the residents of the district. 

A deputation composed of C. J. 
South, E B. Morgan and H. A. Archer 
also waited on tho government and 
asked for aid in the construction of a 
children's homo at some place con- 
venient for the effective carrying out 
of the work of the organization. Tliey 
required S1C.000. It was promised that 
the matter would be accorded serious 
consideration. 



It is announced definitely that Hon. 
Richard McBrido Premier of British 
Columbia, accompanied by his private 
secretary, Lawrence Macrae, will leave 
tomorrow evening for London, Whet 
ho will lay beforo tho Imperial auth- 
orities the claim of this province 
special treatment in the matter of an- 
nual subsidies from the federal "g'ov-i 
ernment. He expect* to sail on tho 
steamer Empress of Ireland on the 17th 
Inst. Ho has decided to take his de- 
parture thus early in order that there 
may be no doubt about his reaching 
the world's metropolis in time to ob 
tain a hearing in behalf of British Co 
lumbia. Yesterday Premier McBrlde 
asserted that there was absolutely no 
foundation for tho rumors which arc 
in circulation to the effect that one 
of his colleagues would accompany him 
on his mission. He will bo the only 
official representative of the provin- 
cial government, and will be alone, 
with the exception of his private sec- 
retary as aforementioned. 



LATE DR. DRUM MOND. 

Montreal, April S. — Tho remains of 
the late Dr. W II. Drummond, who 
died at Cobalt on Saturday, reached 
this city this morning, accompanied by 
Mrs. Drummond, and the brothers of 
tho deceased. A large number of 
friends and admirers gathered at St. 
George's church, on Dominion Square, 
whence the funeral took place at 2.30 
o'clock. The remains were Interred at 
Mount Royal Cemetery. 



A despatch was received from Car- 
manah last evening stating that an 
unknown ship was In distress off the 
point and was signaling for assistance. 
Sho was in a very dangerous position, 
being about two miles to the west- 
ward and a mile off shoro with a 
strong tido setting in towards tlio 
rocky beach. A later despatch con 
talnod tlie news that a westerly wind 
had sprung up and that tho ship had 
lifted anchor and sailed away. 

Immediately the Information was re- 
ceived that tho vessel was In danger, 
an effort was made to securo a boat 
to go to her assistance. There was 
nothing in Victoria that could bo se- 
cured. The wrecking steamer Salvor 
was in Alaskan waters making an at- 
tempt to raise tho sunken Northwest- 
ern, which ran ashore at La Toucl 
island on the morning- of Marcli 10 
Tho steamer Maude, belonging to the 
B. C. Marine railway, was busy at tho 
wreck of the yacht Maple Leaf in Oak 
Bay. The tug- Lome was at tho cape, 
having towed tho ship Dundee to sea. 
The Pilot was not in port, neither was 
tho Albion. 

A despatch was sent to the Pugct 
sound tow boat company at Seattle to 
despatch a tug, and one of tho com- 
pany's boat left from Neah bay. Word 
was also sent to Scchart for the Orion 
to proceed to the assistance of the dis- 
tressed ship, but before either of these 
could reach tho scene, tho informa- 
tion was received that the vessel had 
been able to get out of danger. An 
effort was then made to stop tho 
Orion, but tho telegraph office at 
Scchart was closed, and it was Impos- 
sible to prevent the little whaler from 
making a fruitless journey. The name 
of the ship was not obtainable, but it 
Is supposed that she was one of the 
many sailors heading for tho sound to 
load lumber. 



IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT 

London, April S. — Parliament re- 
assembled today after tho Easter re- 
cess. The second stage of the session 
finds the. government confronted with 
a formidable programme of work; hut 
Premier Cnmpbell-Bnnnermnn intends 
to presH the new procedure scheme, by 
which much preliminary work will be 
sent to the new standing committee. 

The budget will be introduced on 
April 10 and Is expected to lead to a 
lively and prolonged debate. The 
prospects seem slight for an early ef- 
fort to deal with the question described 
in the King's speech as the unfortu- 
nate differences between the Houses. 

As tho result of tho largo amount 
of work before parliament, an autumn 
session scorns to bo -inevitable.

Toronto, April 8. — Dr. Oronhya- 
tekha's estate, as inventoried in the 
Surrogate Court, totals over $100,000. 
His will was made on Oct. 24th., 1005. 
Tho personality amounted to $53,099. 
lie had $1,000 worth of wearing ap- 
parel and jewelry and $37,000 in In- 
surance. His executors, the Union 
Trust company, are given $12,000 to 
be disposed of as directed In a sealed 
letter. The estate is divided between 
the direct heirs. Tho last clause states: 
"I direct that the sealed letter at- 
tached to this will shall be opened 
by my executors on my death. In the 
administration of my estate I direct 
my executors to govern themselves in 
accordance with the contents of this 
sealed letter. Should the contents of 
this will conflict Willi tlu- aforesaid 
letter I direct that my executors gov- 
ern themselves in accordance with the 
contents of tlio said sealed letter."

New York-, April 8. — Theo Bud. 
president of the Buel Iron Works, of 
Detroit, president of the Detroit Na- 
tional bank, and also of the firm of 
Purko Davis & Co., dropped dead on 
the street near the Waldorf Astoria ho- 
tel, of which he had been a guest. 
Death was due to apoplexy. He was 
one of a group of steel magnates and 
multi-millionaires, and was prominent: 
in banking circles in the middle west 
and in the East. The body will bo sent 
to Detroit for interment. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 8.— Stanford 
Newell, formerly United Slates minis- 
ter to the Netherlands, died at his 
homo early today of pleurisy compli- 
cated with asthma. lie was minister 
at The Hague from 1S1I7 to 1905. 

Charleston, S. C, April 8. — Rev. John 
Johnson, D. ])., L. LD., rector Emeritus 
of St. Phillip's church, major of engi- 
neers in charge at Fort Sumter during 
the siege of the sixties, author of 
"The Defence of Fort Sumter," and 
other historical works, died last night 
at tho age of 78 years. He left a wife 
and several sons and daughters. 

Hartford, Conn., April S.— Dr. Shep- 
pnrd, medical director of tho Connec- 
ticut Insurance company, died at his 
home hero late Saturday night. He 
was a lecturer at Vale medical school, 
a member of the advisory hoard of tho 
Yale Medical Journal and a member 
of the Connecticut, Hartford and New 
York Medical societios. 



Vancouver, April 8— Flour shipments 
to the Orient by the C. P. It. steamers 
are a feature of the export trade from 
this city. Every trans-Pacific boat 
leaving Vancouver carries on an aver- 
age 3000 tons of flour, principally for 
China. This is shipped mainly by 
the Ogilvle Company, and the orders 
of this firm will not be filled for sev- 
eral months to come. The flour trade 
to the Orient has developed amazingly 
during tlio last year. Before that it 
was not an uncommon thing to see 
much American flour going through 
this port; but now that the Canadian 
mills have secured the trade, all space 
on steamers Is taken up with tills 
commodity. The growing trade also 
demonstrates Vancouver's Importance 
as a place of shipment, and the possi- 
bilities of development along those 
lines can scarcely bo estimated, for 
with the expansion of the Northwest, 
the business will correspondingly in- 
crease. 



New York, April 8. — Tho curtain be- 
gan to fall today on tho dramatic trial 
of Harry K. Thaw, charged with the 
murder of Stanford AVhlte. Attorney 
Dolphin M. Dclmas, the California ad- 
vocato began his long anticipated ad- 
dress to the jury this afternoon, and 
after ho had spoken for more than 
two hours and a half adjournment was 
taken unttll tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Delmas expects to finish his 
speech beforo the luncheon hour is 
reached. District Attorney Jeromo will 
make tho closing address of the trial 
on AVcdnosday, and Thaw's fate should 
bo in tho hands of tho twelve men who 
have listened to the testimony by 
Wednesday night. Justice Fitzgerald 
today ordered tlio jury locked up un- 
til the end of the trial. In view of 
this hardship upon them, the judge's 
charge to the jury will undoubtedly bo 
delivered immediately after tho dis- 
trict attorney concludes his speech. 
The latter says he will take three or 
four hours. 

Declaring that he would not base 
his plea upon the unwritten law, be- 
causo his client found ample justifica- 
tion in tho written statutes of the 
Stato of Now York, Mr. Delmas made 
a striking appeal to tho sympathies 
of the jury, but so far as he wont 
today tho subject of Thaw's sanity or 
insanity at the time lie committed the 
homicide was not even hinted at. Mr. 
Delmas grounds his arguments solely 
upon the story of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw. 



Ottawa, April 8.— There Is a fair 
prospect of a settlement of the coal 
mining dispute in Alberta. The mine 
operators at Taber, who the workmen 
allege locked them out, have now mado 
application to the minister of labor for 
tlio appointment of a board of concili- 
ation and investigation under tho new 
act of this session. They have nom- 
inated Mr. Eckstein of Lethbridge as 
their representative. Hon. Mr. Lemleux 
lost no tlmo In communicating with 
President Sherman of the Alberta 
branch of the United Mino Workers of 
America, asking him to nominate a 
representative of the miners. In tho 
event of the two parties to tho dispute 
not agreeing on tho third arbitrator, 
the minister of labor will then malm 
the appointment. 

Ralph Smith, M. P. for Nanalmo, has 
declined the Yukon commissionership. 
It was thought a few weeks ago that 
he would accept the position, tout re- 
cently it has been represented to the 
government that it would bo inadvis- 
able to open Nanaimo, with a prospect 
of tho seat bulng lost. Consequently 
Mr. Smith, like a loyal party man, will 
let tho northern job go by the board 
and hold on to his seat in tho House, 
In tho expectation of succeeding Hon. 
William Temploman in the not distant 
future. 

Tho House made splendid progress 
today in supply, tho harbors and 
rivers appropriations for Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island 
and Quebec being passed. 

Lord Aylmcr's retirement -was dis- 
cussed In both houses today. Tho 
government contended that tho In- 
pector-general's appointment was for 
only two years, but Lord Aylmer 
donie3 that hf> was a party to this. 
Tho order-in-council appointing Col. 
Vidal to succeed him has been passed.

Mobile, Ala., April S. — Puerto CuortO, 
one of the principal ports of Honduras, 
is now in the hands of the Nlcara- 
guans, according to advices received 
hero today. The Nicaragua n army 
and navy is reported to be moving on 
Ceiba, tho other port of Honduras. 

Tho information was received today 
by tho Thacker Steamship Company iii 
a telephone message from New Or- 
leans, which stateil that a message 
had just been received from Puerto 
Barrios to that effect. 

Advices received hero today f?-om 
Commander Fullam of tho "United 
States gunboat Marietta say that 
Ceiba was taken on April 3 by the 
Nicaragua!! armies without a shot 
being fired. The Nlcaraguan forces 
then left for Puerto Cnrtej on hoard 
the gunboat Ometepe, a. gasoline 
launch and a small gunboat. They 
wove preceded by the Marietta to 
protect American Interests. Cable ail- 
vices roceived lioro say that Puerto 
Cortes Is now In the hands of tho 
Nlcaraguans. 



THE ISLE OF PINES 

Washington, April 8.— That the Isle 
of Pines Is not American territorv was 
officially declared today by the su- 
preme court of the United States. The 
decision was rendered in the famous 
caso of E. j. Harty vs. Stranahan, col- 
lector of the port of New York, and 
tho opinion of the court was s 
nounced by Chief Justice Fuller, who 
said that up to tho Paris treaty tho 
Isle of Pines had been considered an 
integral part of Cuba, and that it 
could not be held to be covered by 
Article II. of that treaty, which in 
eluded only islands in the vicinity of 
Porto Rico. 



MRS. DUGAS DEAD.

Judge Dugas left for Dawson a 
month ago and it was intended that 
Mrs. Dugas, who was then in the best 
of health, should follow him some time 
during this month; She contracted a 
severe cold some ten days ago, and 
developed pneumonia, 



CARNEGIE FOUNDATION. 

New York, April 0.— In response to 
members of the national association of 
state universities, Maurice Hutton, 
acting president of the University of 
Toronto, and Professor Henry Teddy, 
dean of the graduate school, Universi- 
ty of Minnesota, urging that tho hon- 
Bts of the Carnegie foundation be ex- 
tended to tho universities of all tho 
states and' provinces. President Henry 
S. Prltchell,' In a memorandum sub- 
mitted in a bulletin just Issued on the 
subject by tho Carnegie foundation 
for the advancement of teaching gives 
reasons why those universities should 
not share in tho benefits of the found- 
ation. 



His Worship tho mayor made tho 
joyful announcement yesterday eve- 
ning that he had finally managed to 
get an arrangement which seemed to 
promiso a settlement of tho . much 
vexed Question of tho Spring Ridgo 
gravel pits. 

"I have," said he, "been ablo to 
secure no fewer than thirty threo op- 
tions, covering the greater part of tha 
area of the pits. The individual op- 
tions cover areas ranging in size from 
singlo lots to two blocks each, and 
they include the greater part of tha 
places whence gravel has been dug." 

The mayor explained that inasmuch 
as the matter was one which had re- 
quired considerable diplomacy and 
finesse, ho had not oponly consulted 
the council, but had gono about tho 
matter quietly. He stated that it had 
cost him some little money, but that 
ho had never felt any doubt as to tho 
willingness of the council to reim- 
burse him, when the matter was final- 
ly settled. As none of the aldermen 
demurred it Is evidently to bo under- 
stood that tlio council will have no 
objection. 

Just how he had managed to corral 
ull tho options, His "Worship did not 
state, He mentioned, however, an 
agent through whom ho had worked. 
Ho stated that the council could suit 
itself as to the way in which it choso 
to deal with the lots, now that they 
woro acquired. He pointed out that 
they could bo either purchased out- 
right,- and Improved at the will of tho 
city, or they could be dealt with on tha 
local improvement plan, and tho own- 
ers made to pay a part of the costl 
of the -work. 

His Worship stated that r.everal lota 
had been secured from which tho city; 
would be ablo to continuo to tnjto 
gravel without doing any harm to 
anyone, and lie further stated that In 
those pits which had not come undon 
the hand of the city, it would bo in 
all probability possible to make somo 
arrangement by which the owners 
would be prohibited from taking out 
gravel from below tho level of tho 
id. One tiling that would have to 
be done, ho said, would bo to fix a.

John Oliver Attacks the Financial 
Policy of McBride Gov- 
ernment 



PREMIER REPLIES TO ftRGUfflENT 



Denies the Charge of Discrimination 
Against .Constituencies Repre- 
sented \f\ House by Liberals 



An attack on. tho financ3al policy oE 
the provincial government, as outlined 
In tho budget speech made by Finance 
Minister Tatlow -at last Thursday's 
.sitting oC tho house by John Oliver, 
and an effective defence by Premier 
R.VsBrido were the features of the pro- 
ceedings of yesterday aftetnnoon's sit- 
ting' of the legislature. Mr. Oliver 
criticized the government on tho 
ground tShat the $300,000, Vihlch made 
up tho major portion of tie surplus, 
had been expended without compliance 
with th'c usual requirements or tho 
customary formal procedure of first 
bringing tt'e matter before ,"thc assem- 
bly He n^so accused the -administra- 
tion of discriminating against districts 
represented by those In opposition in 
tho matter af appropriation s for pub- 
lic works In -,'hose sections. Tho pre- 
mier's replies' dealt with both these 
points In detail', rebutting every accu- 
sation and buttressing his arguments 
bv entering into- clear and exhaustive 
explanations of the policy of the gov- 
ernment in relation to the revenue of 
tho country.

Petition Presented 
IT. F. Behnsen presented a petition 
asking for an amendment to the 
Supreme Court Act of A901. On mo- 
tion it was received. 

The tenth report of the- committee 
in private bills and standing orders 
was submitted by the chairman, Mr. 
Bowser, as follows: 

"That the Standing Orders with re- 
spect to Petition (No. 19) Pacific 
Northern and Omlneca Hallway com-' 
pany have not been complied with.' 
This was received.'' 

■ Opening of Debate 
On the formaa motion, "That 'the 
speaker do now leave the chair," be- 
ing put, a debake was opetned which 
lasted throughout the afternoon. 

Mr Oliver regretted that ho was un- 
able to congratulate the finance min- 
ister on the budget speech submitted 
to tho house the other day- Nelt'her 
by speech or reports of newspapers 
wero members able to get an intelli- 
gent Insight of what had heea done 
by tho government in reference, to fi- 
nance. 

In his opinion the estimates, .and ex- 
penditures wero largely a nas.tter of 
guess work. There was no doubt, be- 
cause it was shown by the. records, 
that the finance minister had been out 
thousands of dollars in bis estimates 
of tho revenue and expenditure. 
Source of Income 

When the statement was made that 
tho surplus, which had been so often 
spoken of, had disappeared there was 
no doubt that the house had been 
somewhat surprised. It- had been 
stated that the prosperous condition 
was duo to industrial expansion. 1 hat 
assertion he was inclined to question. 
In his mind the increased income had 
been the result of two matters, the 
first of which was the Bale of binds 
along the line of the Grand Trunk 
Pacillc railway for spccfulattvo pur- 
noses. He thought that this source 
of revenue was not altogether In the 
Interests of the country, in fact he be- 
lieved that the government should 
enact .legislation -which would pre- 
vent tho use of public lands by spec- 
ulators. _ 
Advent of G. T. P. 

It had been stated that the advent 
of the Grand Trunk PaciilO would re- 
sult in a much greater expenditure in 
administration, etc., than previously, 
and, consequently, the result would 
mean more outlay and less return, lie. 
wished to point out that lncrcruseil 
prosperity had followed, and he be- 
lieved would continue to follow, tho 
opening up and development of the 
more remote districts of tho province. 
This bad been demonstrated and he 
was of the opinion that tho argument 
was irrefutable. 

Timber Leases 
Another point was the sale of tim- 
ber business. Quoting figures from the 
estimates ho contended that in this 
also there was a great deal of specu- 
lation. Though he supposed the out- 
come of the recent elections might 
entitle the government to conclude 
that the electorate endorsed their tim- 
ber policy, he believed that had the 
people known the facts the result 
would not have been the same. 
The Finances 
In dealing with tho finances of the 
present year the finance minister had 
announced an over-expenditure 
amounting to $:i00,000. If the govern- 
ment was entitled to make such an 
outlay without tho authority of the 
house, then in his opinion, it was some- 
what of a farce and absolutely un- 
necessary to call the legislature to- 
gether to vote supply. Quoting from 
the statutes he contended that therein 
it was explicitly stated that no sum 
should be so granted without it bo an 
"urgent and immediate" necessity. It 
was absurd, he thought, that tho fi- 
nance minister should expect anyone 
to believe that tho immense sum of 
$:100,000 should have had to bo ex- 
pended in any way but under the pro- 
visions of the statues. 

Interest on Funds 
There was another point to which 
ho wished to draw attention, one on 
which the llnance minister took, to 
himself a great deal of credit. He 
had asserted that the government was 
drawing $S(i,000 In Interest on moneys 
deposited in the banks. He referred 
to tho $1,000,000 borrowed in recent 
vcars. Or that amount there had been 
'no less than S'100,000 lying In the 

banks and drawing '-i per cent Interest. 

He did not think it was any brilliant 
.financial transaction to borrow money 

at G per cent and to place It J in a 
bunking institution at - per cent jess. 

The Public Debt V 
Another matter to which ho wished 
to refer briefly was the claim of A the 
llinanco minister to having broiftrht 



about a reduction of tho public debt. 
A glance at the figures showed that 
this was simply demonstrated by a 
yearly over-estimate of tho expendi- 
ture. 

An Interruption 

Tho finance minister interrupted at 
this juncture and denied emphatically 
tho statement last mentioned mado by 
tho honorable member for Delta. Ho 
stated that the figure mentioned had 
been out from the public debt as ho 
had pointed out in tho budget address. 
Public Works 
Mr. Oliver, after a brief reply to the 
finance minister's assertion, wont on to 
say that tho minister had remarked 
that about $500,000 more money was 
sot aside for public works than was 
tho case hortofore. An investigation 
showed him that tho actual amount 
which it was intended to voto for that 
purpose was $380,000, some $100,000 
less than was mentioned. 

Congratulated Minister 
There was one thing, however, that 
ho could congratulate the finance min- 
ister and tho government generally on, 
and that was the interest which, ap- 
parently, they were evincing in the 
forests of the province. Ho was heart- 
ily in accord with any steps which 
might be taken to protect the natlvo 
timber from tho ravages of fire. Hav- 
ing been in the province for somo 
thirty years, in tho course of that 
Period ho had visited the most of tho 
sections of British Columbia. His ex- 
perience had been that after fire had 
destroyed tho original growth, Doug- 
las Fir, tho second growth was Alder 
or Balsam Fir, a timber not worth r>0 
per cent, from a commercial stand- 
point, of the first Douglas Fir. For 
that reason ho was confident that any- 
thing which might be done to protect 
tho forests from lire, was well worth 
while. But there had been one state- 
ment in connection with the finance 
minister's address which was scarce- 
ly correct. That was the estimate 
made of the remaining area of timber 
lands available. Ho was of tho opin- 
ion that tho house should bo put in 
possession of reliable statistics In this 
regard. » 

Fraser River Bridge 
Mr. Oliver then went into the his- 
tory of the Fraser river bridge sinco 
its construction, Ho recounted in de- 
tail tho system and tho cost of tho 
maintenance of that structure. He 
claimed that the tolls which wero col- 
lected from those crossing tho bridge 
had amounted approximately during 
the past year to $ 7,1)21.25. Of that 
amount something like 50 per cent was 
spent by tho government in the pay- 
ment of salaries, etc. Ho quoted from 
the estimates to support tho contcn- 
tention that the cost of maintenance 
of other such structures in tho prov 
Inco was borne entirely by tho admin- 
istration. Ho did not see why the 
same system should not be adopted in 
connection with the Fraser bridge. 
Delta District 
Continuing he referred to the appro 
, priations which had been made for tho 
1 Delta district in previous years. In the 
estimates of tho present year ho found 
tho sum of $1,100 for the section. 
While ho by no means thought this 
sufficient ho congratulated the gov- 
ernment on having provided for the 
building of a bridge, or tho maintain- 
ing of a ferry, between Westham 
island and tho mainland. 

A Discrimination 
In glancing over the figures ot the 
appropriations it would be found that 
there had been, a discrimination be- 
tween supporters of the government 
and those opposed to them. Ho went 
or. to refer to tho expenditures to bo 
made in Richmond, in North Vancou- 
ver, and In Dewdney. Speaking of tho 
latter ho claimed that for II spent in 
Delta there was $10 In Dewdney, for- 
merly represented by Premier Mc- 
Bride. He outlined in detail .somo of 
the works which he considered badly 
needed in the riding which he had tho 
honor to represent in tho house. 
The Distribution 
In tho districts represented by the 
Socialist members he found that the 
total appropriation was $14,500 or an 
average of J4.833. For the districts 
represented by the Liberals there was 
a total appropriation of $144,42:! or an 
average of $12,025. The districts re- 
presented by government supporters, 
he found had a total appropriation ot 
$r.SO,7G0 or an average of $32,50S. BV 
a glance at these figures he contended 
that the districts which had had the 
hardihood to return members not In 
accord with tho government had not 
been justly treated. Tho house had 
heard of better terms for many years, 
but he thought that an appropriation 
should be provided whereby members 
so treated should 1)0 able to go to the 
foot of the throno or elsewhere in 
search of proper treatment. 

I mmigration. 
Concluding he said that members of 
the Liberal party had always been in 
favor of bringing a picked population 
of the centres ot Europe to settle on 
the agricultural lands of British Col- 
umbia. It was a regrettable fact that, 
though those on his side of the house 
had, for so many yours, urged on the 
government, the necessity of some 
action being taken along such lines, 
nothing, or practically nothing, had yet 
been done. There was no doubt but 
that the wealth of the province was 
its agriculture lands and other natural 
resources which, in order that they 
■night lie developed, needed population. 
Therefore he wished to say that any- 
thing which might be done to bring 
about such results would receive 
endorsement 

Agricultural Resources 
He had noticed that in referring to 
the agriculture resources of the pro- 
vince, and also to tho success of tho 
horticultural output of British Colum- 
bia at Old Country shows the minister 
of finance had been most modest. He 
had claimed credit for the success of 
fruit, tho trees producing which had 
been planted years before the present 
administration came into power. In 
this connection ho draws attention to 
complaints which ho had received in 
regard to the destroying of trees Im- 
ported to British Columbia. He charged 
that the provincial Inspector of fruit 
had ordered trees, passed by the Do- 
minion inspector,, destroyed, after be- 
ing repacked, without having had them 
unpacked for his Inspection. 

Charge Donied 
The minister of agriculture, Hon. Mr. 
Tatlow, Interjected the remark that tin; 
honorable member must have been 
misinformed because trees once un- 
packed in such a way were never re- 
packed. He assured that tho charge 
was incorrect. 

In his concluding remark Mr. Oliver 
stated that tho opposition recognized 
that people wero needed to open up 
the country, to develop its resources, 
and any reasonable movo in such a 
direction would bo supported. (Opposi- 
tion applause) 

Mr. Oliver then submitted an. am- 
endment as follows: 

"But this house regrets, — 
"1. That the government litis not 
soon fit to abolish the tolls collected 
upon other than railway traffic: over 
the provincial bridge at Now Westmin- 
ster; and 

"Z. That the government has not 
Introduced legislation rorscrving agri- 



cultural lands from '.sale, except upon 
conditions of actual residence and set- 
tlement." 

The Premier 

Premier McBride, referring to Mr. 
Oliver's amendment, said that, it dealt 
with a matter with which he was more 
than familiar. 

Commencing with tho closing re- 
mark of tho honorable member he 
said that the government in its esti- 
mates had not dealt with the dis- 
tricts represented by tho members of 
tho opposition "in a mean, unfair and 
petty,' fashion. So far as It had been 
possible all ridings had boon treated in 
a fair way. 

An Incorporated District 

In respect to Delta ho wished to 
point out that that district was made 
up of incorporated districts. The 
practice was that just so soon as 
enough money had been expended to 
provide good roads and other public 
works such districts became munici- 
palities. If tho estimates of tho 70's 
were scanned it would he found that 
tho district which tho member for Del 
ta represented had been well treated. 
In point of size also Delta was very 
small In comparison with Dewdney, 
with which the member compared the 
votes granted. 

"Is not the population of tho two 
districts much tho same?" asked Mr. 
Oliver. 

Tho premier replied that this was 
quite true. But ho drew attention to 
the fact that the population in Dewd- 
ney was scattered. On that account 
just as heavy an expenditure was nec- 
essary in Dewdney as if tho popula- 
tion wero ten times as large. 

Tho policy of the government in re- 
spect to all the outlying districts was 
to give them trunk roads and other 
such necessary works. ' 

Reverting to the criticism of Mr. 
Oliver, he pointed out that Dewdney 
contributed much more to the revenue 
of the province than was obtained 
from Delta. ' 

No Promises 

Mr. Oliver had stated that if the 
promises which had boon mado by 
Conservatives In regard to public, 
works in Delta riding were fulfilled, 
it would necessitate an expenditure of 
a quarter of a million dollars, ,He 
wished to say that he- had never made 
any such promises and, moreover, lie 
knew that Conservatives had boon ex- 
ceedingly careful not to make prom- 
ises. 

No Gratitude 

Although ho had heard a great deal 
of criticism from Mr. Oliver in regard 
to the expenditures in his district he 
had never heard from his lips an ex 
pression of gratitude for the construc- 
tion of the Fraser River bridge 
which benefitted to a large extent the 
section which his honorable friend rep- 
resented. Upon this work some $300,- 
000 had been expended. 

Mr. Oliver questioned the accuracy 
of the amount. 

The premier went on to say that 
even if it was admitted not only $200,- 
000 or $100,000 had been spent on that 
work it could scarcely bo said that 
tho section had not been well treated. 
And in this connection it was to bo 
remembered that in' tho '70's the rid 
Ing had been exceedingly generously 
dealt with. 

Fraser River Bridge 
Speaking of the Fraser River bridge 
tho premier spoke of the objection 
which had been raised when it was 
proposed to grant a vote for the build 
ing of that structure. He pointed 
out that it was then promised that 
there would bo no, or practically no 
annual charge on the government, in 
tho matter of maintenance. At tho 
outset, however, the government had 
recognized that tho toles wero some- 
what heavy and had reduced them. Not 
only that but, since tho election (not 
before) another revision of tho tolls 
had been made, special provision, hav- 
ing been made for tho farmers on 
market day. 

Oliver and No Tolls 
During the recent campaign, in vis- 
iting Delta, sundry notices on bill- 
boards had apprised him that the 
electors should vote for "John Oliver 
and free tolls over the Fraser River 
bridge." For this reason he could eas- 
ily realize that his honorable friend 
had to "make good." But ho could not 
take him seriously. Here was the sit- 
uation: Mr. Oliver presented a reso- 
lution which proposed to condemn tho 
government for not eliminating tho toll 
system, a system which he had ac- 
ceded to when the bill providing for 
an appropriation for the construction 
of tho bridge was before the house, 
Federal Assistance 
When the bridge mentioned was un- 
der construction representations foras- 
sistance from the federal authorities 
had been asked but the reply received 
was "that it was against the policy of 
tho federal government to grant sub 
sidles for provincial works." He was 
led to suppose, judging by precedent, 
that if the structure were turned over 
to a corporation, aid might ho granted 
by the Dominion government. He 
would advise his honorable friend Mr. 
Oliver to bring his influence to boar 
on the 'powers that be' at Ottawa with 
whom ho was in close touch. He had 
no hesitation in saying that if the Do 
minion authorities saw lit to make : 
grant covering tho cost of the vebicu 
lar portion of tho bridge, or oven if 
the federal authorities appropriated 
sum towards the Fraser River bridge 
in proportion to those granted similar 
undertakings in the east, the provin- 
cial administration would abolish tolls 
Supplementary Estimates 
It would be Interesting to Ills honorable 
friends, in regard to tlie supplementary 
estimates to learn that, of the $300,000 
mentioned only home $100,000 had boon ex- 
pended to date. There rem.ilneil nhout 
$200,000. Of fhe fixed amount, $30,000 had 
been tho outlay on the general elections. 
In addition there hud been u considerable 
expenditure necessary in the payment of 
the salary of the auctioneer engaged to 
auction the public hmds. or the $200,000 
remaining, or move exactly, $170,200, some 
money was being expended In C h II 1 1 wael; , 
Itevolstokc, and ofher districts on much 
needed undertakings. 

Interest on Money 
■Mr. Oliver had., made milch of the COM- 
tentlon that the government had borrowed 
money, $1,000,000, at 5 per cent Interest 
and put It nut at ,'i per cent. .In that re- 
gard he had only tci say that at that time, 
hi order to conserve the reputation of 
British Columbia, there was no other door 
open to the administration. The bargain 
which had boon entered Into had boon the 
very best under the circumstances and hud 
been so pronounced by the best financiers. 
And the people had boon confronted with 
the question and the people hail said "the 
bargain was a good one; and \va endorse 
it." 

On Immigration 

On Immigration the honorable member 
bud found fault with 1 he Inability of tlie 
government to bring down some compre- 
hensive .scheme for bringing desirable net- 
tiers to the province, in this rcupect he 
wished to announce that tho members of 
ine administration were In negotiation with 
the Salvation Army In order that a desir- 
ll'bli: class of people might. In; brought to 
the western section of Canada. It was 
proposed at first that for every settlor 
brought to the country the government 
should contribute ?3 a head and In addi- 
tion assist In the establishment at Vancou- 
ver of an Immigration shelter. That city, 
It hud been Intended, was to lie the dig. 
t rlbu ting point. In looking Into the matter, 
however, members of the .Salvation Army 
had comu to the conclusion that, on such 
a basis, they could secure no UHeful pur- 
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pose. Now fresh negotiations had been 
entered Into with. the Blimp organization, 
and ho hoped that, In the course of the 
next two months, Home reasonable scheme 
might be deelded on which would bring 
about tlie desired result. 

In addition; the provincial bureau of In- 
formation was doing good work In the mat- 
ter of distributing Information, while the 
same might lie said nf the .Agent-Ceneral 
nt London, who had been Indefatigable In 
hla efforts. 

Province Handicapped 

He wished to say further that It was 
unite apparent that Hie .Dominion .govern- 
ment wus bending its endeavors to pullu- 
late the 'Northwest territories. There they 
owned property and Investigations showed 
that the federal body had advertised only 
the prairie sections, ami ilia would even go 
ns far us to say that the Dominion govern- 
ment had not spent a $10 bill on the. west- 
ern idde of the Rockies In the? way of ad- 
vertising. He then referred to the handi- 
cap In regard to transportation and was 
much pleased to be utile to announce that 
Commissioner Coombe, in connection with 
Ills Salvation Army work. had. befii able to 
procure a reduction In the coat of trans- 
portation of ■ $12.00, from $53.60 to some- 
thing like S10. 

The Timber Policy 

In regard to timber he spoke of the 
criticism of the government's policy ad- 
vanced by the member for Delta. He eon- 
fended, contrary to the at a lenient made, 
that the government had done much to- 
wards conserving (he Intercuts of tnc 
province from n timber standpoint. Ho 
wished to soy that tlie old regulations al- 
lowed the Issuance of licences for unlim- 
ited arena of timber land for a specified 
period. In his opinion tho regulations wero 
working well and hi the Interests of the 
country. Hut he wished to announce that 
the mutter, wus receiving consideration, was 
being investigated mo»t tscrlouBly. There 



had Hjeen large nunihers of suggestions 
made in regard to the policy to bo pursued 
In connection with the timber of the prov- 
ince. Olio of these wan that the system 
In vogue In Ontario, where the land was 
divided in blocks and put up at auction, 
could be satisfactorily operated. Another' 
was that tlie system of -New Brunswick 
should be adopted. Others proposed that 
royalties and licences should he increased 
in value. Whatever the value of these, 
proposals he had only to say that they 
would be considered along with the general 
Investigations to be Instituted and, If It 
was thought that the Introduction of more 
exacting regulations would 'lie advisable, 
such a couine would -be adopted without 
hesitation. Ho also drew the attention of 
his Jionorablo friend, who was a staunch 
supporter of the Dominion government, to 
tin? fact that the latter authorities did 
not obtain ns much revenue from the lands 
included In the forty mile belt as did (ho 
provincial administration. Therefore, if 
the bitter's policy was open to criticism, 
then that enacted by the federal authori- 
ties was still more so. 

Horticulturo 

The premier spoke of horticulture briefly, 
mentioning the difficult; experienced in 
enforcing the rather stringent regulations, 
but the benefit expected to nccruo there- 
from was an outcome of the policy decided 
on In the development of the Industry ef- 
fected. 

(Premier McBride referred to the ability 
of the finance minister, contending tiiat he 
was one of the most efficient who hnd ever 
handled the financial affairs of the country. 

These remarks were received with ap- 
plause. , . 

Parker Williams 

Mr, Williams spoke of immigration, want- 
ing to know what representations had been 
received to the effect that there was a 
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The proposed legislative measure In 
the interests of the city, which started 
out some weeks ago as a private bill, 
and which has since been reduced to 
an amendment to the Municipal 
Clauses Act, and thence to u public 
measure applying to Victoria alone, 
made what will probably bo its last 
appearance in the council last eve- 
ning 1 . 

A letter was received from Mason 
& Mann, the city solicitors, In which 
it was stated that the premier had 
been Interviewed In regard to the 
proposed enactments, and that on Ills 
recommendation they had again been 
pruned, all that were not absolutely 
necessary being cut out. Today those 
recommendations that have survived 
the last pruning will go up before the 
government, and will thence bo passed 
on Into the house, there to meet their 
fate. They will in all probability ap- 
pear before tho house in the shape of 
a government measure applying to 
Victoria alone. 

Tho proposals will be presented to 
the government this morning, by a 
deputation from the council, consist- 
ing of Aid. Henderson, Aid. Fell and 
Aid. Vincent. 

Tho letter from the city solicitors 
explaining tho state of affairs at the 
present time is as follows: 

Gentlemen,— .We >h<\? to report that we 
were accorded an Interview today by the ex- 
ecutive of the government, and we were 
ablo to take advantage of the city bar- 
rister's presence in the building and ob- 
tain lils assistance In urging upon the ex- 
ecutive the desirability of yivlnvr to the 
city <soiue of the legislation so ungently 
needed. 

After a patient hearing tho premier con- 
sidered that, having regard to the Inten- 
tion of dealing with the Municipal Clauses 
Act during t bo session of next year, we 
sliuuld confine ourselves to the following 
points: 

Compulsory filing of plans of buildings, 
the regulation of hack and motor hire, tie.'

HON. RICHARD M'BRIDE 

When Mr. McBride leaves Victoria 
for London in the courso of a few days 
he will undoubtedly carry with him 
the good wishes of tho whole province. 
Political opponents aro no less his 
friends than his political supporters, 
for his personal qualities attract men, 
and his sterling honesty commands 
their confidence. When in 1303 Mr. 
McBrldo was called upon to form a 
government and in doing so declared 
his intention to act upon strict party 
lines, he took a courageous and quite 
unprecedented' 1 ' course. In order to 
carry out such a lino of action ho was 
compelled to part company with some 
of those members of the legislature 
with whom ho had worked heartily in 
accord during the time in which ho 
was leader of tho Opposition, Ho had 
also to deal with tho difficulty arising 
out of tho fact that he was succeeding 
a premier, who was far more con- 
spicuous in tho Conservative party 
than he. Colonel Prior was the 
virtual leader of the British Columbia 
Conservatives, owing to tho fact that 
lie had been many years in Parlia- 
ment and was at one time a member 
of tho Dominion cabinet. Yet it was 
to succeed Col. Prior that Mr. McBride 
was called, and as such successor he 
proceeded to organize a purely Con- 
servative government, leaving Col. 
Prior out of it. An older politician 
would have found this a sufficiently 
difficult task; perhaps an older poli- 
tician would not have attempted it; 
but fortunately for his own career, and 
as events have shown, fortunately for 
the province, Mr. -McBride had the 
boldness, which belongs to vigorous 
young manhood, and he essayed what 
seemed to many people to be tho im- 
possible, with what success is well 
known. : There is no question what- 
ever that Mr. McBride has the confi- 
dence of the people of British Culum- 
bit to a degree enjoyed by few of the 
men, who have occupied tho position 
of premier. He has staunch political 
opponents, who will do what in them 
lies upon all legitimate occasions to 
defeat him, but notwithstanding this, 
men of all shades of politics recognize 
In him a man, who alms to do his best 
to promo to the welfare of his native 
province, and has the courago to adopt 
the line of policy, which commend3 it- 
self to his judgment, and to stand by 
It. 

The occasion of his visit to Lon- 
don is one, which shows tho character 
of the man. Ho went to Ottawa at 
the invitation of Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
to attend the Inter-provincial con- 
ference. AVhen there he found a con- 
dition of things, which no one at this 
distance would have supposed existed. 
We shall not go into particulars, but 
shall confine ourselves to the state- 
ment that tho circumstances were of 
such a nature that tho representative 
of this province, charged by the legis- 
lature witli the duty of pressing ex- 
ceptional claims, was in a position of 
extreme difficulty. Not to have sub- 
mitted those exceptional claims would 
have been tantamount to a waiver of 
them; to have submitted them and left 
tho matter wholly in the hands of the 
assembled premiers was to court an 
inequitable decision. Mr. McBride was 
able to hit upon a course, which, while 
it did not produce any financial re- 
sults which the province can accept, 
secured a recognition of the principle 
of those claims, and yet left him able 
to refuse to be- governed by the de- 
cision of tho Conference. He went be- 
fore the Conference with the excep- 
tional claims of tho province at the 
suggestion of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and 
in this ho did right; lie refused to 
accept what the Conference offered, 
and tlio people of British Columbia 
have ratified his action. He finds 
himself compelled by the course pur- 
sued by the federal government, to go 
to London to protest against this re- 
jected offer being declared '"a final 
and unalterable settlement." and we 
venture to say that he will bo success- 
ful. If he is not, it., cannot be said 
that he has been a party to the sac- 
rifice of the interests of the province, 
or that ho has not done everything in 
tlla power to obtain justico now or 
enable us to claim it in the future, if 
it is denied at the present time. 

An Eastern Conservative paper, com- 
menting upon Mr. McBrldo's success in 
the lato clecti6n, said that in him the 
Conservative Party of Canada may 
possibly find its future leader. It is 
dangerous to mako political prophe- 
cies; but there aro soma things which 
aro certain. Mr. McBride is develop- 
ing admirable qualities of leadership, 
and as ho gains in experience, ho will 
gain In tact and power. The re- 
sponsibilities of his position have 
greatly dcvelcpcd him. The change in 
tho manner in which he approaches 
any public question is very notable. 
Perhaps ho is not fully aware of It 
himself; but those who have had op 
portunltics to watch the development 
of public men, and nre familiar with 
Mr. McBrldo's record, will admit that 
ho gives promise of a very useful and 
very influential career. Tho British 



Columbia arena presents opportunities 
for public usefulness, which any one of 
her sons might hesitate about ex- 
changing for tho duties of federal 
politics, but in view of the fact that 
Mr. McBride Is only thirty-seven years 
of age, it is quite possible that he 
may reach any position which is open 
in Canadian public life. 



"AS OTHERS SEE US." 

It is a good thing, so Robbie Burns 
suggests, to seo ourselves as others 
see us, but the following extract from 
"The Queen" indicates not only that 
wo do not always appear to others as 
we are, but that dlstanco lends other 
things than enchantment to tho view. 
Tho extract is taken from "The Queen" 
of March 9th and Is as follows: 

"Traveler — Outfit for Vancouver — 
Tho climate is much the samo as 
Devonshire. You should certainly take 
a riding habit. You need principally 
country clothes. People are generally 
employed canning salmon and in coal 
and tin mines. Now it is no longer 
to be a naval station, there will bo less 
society than ever, and very little even- 
ing dress will be required, or, indeed, 
smart clothes. There are races. You 
must provide for a few social day 
amusements of that nature, but as a 
rule you will need much the samo sort 
of clothes you would want living in 
an out-of-the-way village in Devon- 
shire. Take one or two short skirts 
without fail, and tailor-mades will 
help you most." 

This whole paragraph is so monu- 
mentally absurd that one hardly knows 
what to say about it; but as "The 
Queen" is a widely circulated periodi- 
cal and undoubtedly would not care to 
create a wrong impression, perhaps 
the best course to adopt Is to treat 
the item seriously, in tho hope that 
our contemporary may feel like cor- 
recting its advice, which doubtless was 
given in perfect good faith. 

"Tho Queen" is invited to glance 
through tho advertising columns of 
today's paper. In this way it will get 
an idea of the goods which our mer- 
chants carry, and tho next time it is 
asked for an opinion as to "an outfit 
for Vancouver" it may know a little 
better what to say. But this is a 
small part of the absurdity of the ad- 
vice which "Traveler" Is given. There 
Is a mistake in tho very first line. 
Vancouver is a city of upwards of 
50,000 population on the Mainland of 
British Columbia, and is quite distinct 
from Vancouver Island, upon which 
the naval station formerly was, and to 
which the advice given is intended to 
apply. Vancouver Island is between 
six and seven times as large as Devon- 
shire. Its climate is said to resemblo 
that of the English shire, although by 
reason of its size and the great moun- 
tain range In the centre, there Is 
probably a greater variety than would 
be found in a smaller area of more 
uniform altitude. As for tho advice, 
it Is difficult to know what to say 
first. Perhaps the best way is to take 
up the sentences seriatim: 

"You should certainly take a riding 
habit." Any lady on Vancouver Island 
would probably say that this would 
be a superlluous article. Ladles who 
live in the farming districts rarely 
ride on horseback, although why they 
do not, seeing wo have such excellent 
roads, is not very clear. If "Traveler" 
Is going to live in one of the cities, an 
outfit for motoring would bo much 
more likely to be useful than a riding 
habit. 

"You need principally country 
clothes." We do not know just what 
this means. • In this part of the world 
we have no such distinction as is im- 
plied by the definition. A lady living 
In the country on Vancouver Island 
dresses as near the latest fashions as 
her moans will allow and her tastes 
incline. As for ladies who live In 
cities, they do not find it necessary to 
alter their styie of dress, no matter to 
what part of the world they may go 
on a visit. 

"People are generally employed can- 
ning salmon and hi coal and tin 
mines." There are about 60,000 white 
people on Vancouver Island. If more 
than 1,000 persons, including Indians, 
Chinese and Japanese, aro employed In 
canning salmon, the industry is of 
greater magnitude than we have hith- 
erto supposed. Nanalmo (6,000 popu- 
lation), Ladysmith (-1000 population), 
and Cumberland (1500), aro coal min- 
ing towns and the greater part of the 
population is made up of people iden- 
tified one way or another with mining. 
There are no tin mines In British Co- 
lumbia, but there are cojipcr mines 
employing some hundreds of people. 

"Now that it Is to be no longer a 
naval station, there will be less society 
than ever, and very little evening dress 
will be required, or indeed smart 
clothes." This sentence indicates that 
tho writer of it had in mind In some 
vague way Victoria and Esquimau, 
tho latter having been the naval sta- 
tion. It is to be hoped that "Traveler" 
will not have left home before "the 
Queen" has had an opportunity to cor- 
rect its advice on this point. There 
Is certainly not "less society" here 
than there used to be. A ball is not 
quito as pretty a sight as It was, 
when naval uniforms were conspicu- 
ous, but there are just as many balls 
as ever, just as many at homes, just 
as many dinners, just as many live 
o'clock teas, just as many tennis par- 
ties, just as much golfing, Infinitely 
more motoring, tho theatres arc just 
as well attended, there Is just as much 
yachting, just as much cricketing, Just 
as much social life as ever. If "Trav- 
eler" should come to Victoria with only 
tho clothes wanted In '•an~out-of-tho- 
way village in Devonshire," and should 
be invited out to dinner or to join a 
'theatre party, she would probably feel 
very unhappy, sho simply could not

go. Evening dross is de rigeur hero 
on all occasions whero the rule applies 
In the most fashionable parts of the 
world. For afternoon teas, receptions, 
afternoon concerts and tho like, ladles 
dress very smartly. For street dress 
perhaps "nnttlncss" is the best de- 
scription. 

"There aro races." This is not 
quite as true as we would like it to be. 
There are races, but hardly enough to 
mako It worth while providing dresses 
for them. But thero Is plenty of 
boating and canoeing, and if "Trav- 
eler" reaches Victoria by May 24 th sho 
will stand a chanco of seeing hundreds 
of pretty boating suits up tho Arm on 
that day. 

The remainder of the advice may 
be dealt with better by some general 
observations. Victoria, Including Es- 
quimau and other suburbs, has a 
population of about ?0,000 people. Its 
principal streets aro paved; all its 
streets havo sidewalks, Including miles 
of solid concrete. It has water works, 
gas and electric light, and a telephone 
system In almost universal use; for 
example, In the office of this paper 
thero are seven telephones. Wo have 
electric street cars. Tho railway 
trains are comfortable. Our steamers 
plying to the Mainland arc speedy and 
finely appointed. Hundreds of our 
citizens are people of means and 
leisure. There are beautiful homes, 
with croquet and tennis lawns, and 
the loveliest flower gardens. Our 
houses aro modern In every sense. 
There are ladles' clubs and men's 
clubs. There are musical and literary 
organizations. There aro pretty girls 
galore and they know how to dress in 
a fashion which would, It is to be 
feared, bo sadly out of place "in an 
out-of-the-way. vlllago in Devonshire." 

The Colonist will send "Tho Queen," 
In addition to its lssuo of today, some 
illustrated literature which may en- 
lighten it a little as to conditions here. 

THE Y. M. C. A. 

Tho proposal to erect a Y. M. C. A. 
building in Victoria, that will be in 
keeping with the wealth and prospects 
of the city is something which de- 
serves tho heartiest support of all 
classes of the community. The insti- 
tution In Victoria is doing excellent 
work, considering the conditions under 
which it Is carried on; it might do 
immensely better work If it were prop- 
erly housed. Such a building as is 
proposed would be of . service In more 
ways than the general public thinks. 
There aro hundreds of boys growing 
up in tho city, who are absolutely 
without any means of entertainment of 
a kind, calculated to develop them Into 
good citizens. In St. John the citizens 
have lately begun a movement to take 
hold of young boys and provide them 
with proper places of amusement, the 
reasons given being that very many 
lads there aro being ruined by the 
fact that they havo no places of re- 
sort at night but the streets. We 
aro just as badly off in Victoria. The 
need for such a building for the use 
of young men is only too well known 
through the experience of Urn and 
every other community. 

We have many wealthy men in Vic- 
toria. Some of them could themselves' 
give every dollar needed to provide 
the Y. M. C. A. with a suitable home, 
and never miss the money. We have 
many who could give large sums with- 
out inconveniencing themselves in the 
slightest degree. We have many more 
who can afford to give smaller sums. 
As a community our people give very 
well. Nothing lias been asked of them 
for this particular purpose and a very 
largo number of them aro unfamiliar 
with Y. M. C. A. work; therefore a 
campaign of education may bo neces- 
sary, if the best results are to be ac- 
complished. 'We look upon an efficient 
1'. M. C. A. organization— and one can- 
not bo efficient without a suitable 
home — as a sort of social insurance. It 
protects thoso who are growing up to 
take the leading places In the com- 
munity. Every man in the city, 
whether or not he has boys of his 
own, is vitally interested In Its work. 

It may be well to add for the in- 
formation of those persons, whoso 
ideas of what the Y. M. C. A. does 
aro only very hazy, that tho work of 
tho organization does not consist In 
getting young men together to sing 
hymns, offer prayers or listen to 
hortatory discourse on the formation 
of character. It Is intended to pro- 
mote the development of manly char- 
acter and strong healthy physique. 
Being a Christian organization, the 
cardinal principles of the Christian 
religion aro kept prominently to the 
front, but they are not forced upon 
the attention of members. Some years 
ago, when the Y. M. C. A. was in 
operation here, it was the habit of 
certain over-pious busybodlcs to drop 
in upon the hoys at all hours, and, no 
matter what tho young fellows were 
doing, propose that a hymn should be 
sung or a prayer offered. This sort 
of thing speedily drove the boys away. 
They were good enough fellows, but 
they wanted an opportunity for a lit- 
tlo pleasure without being prayed or 
sung at. All this sort of thing has 
been abandoned. A Y, M, C. A. on 
modern lines is a young man's club, 
and when it Is necessary, a young 
man's home. It is a place where a 
fellow. can get good physical training; 
where ho can spend nn evening in 
sensible games; where ho can read or 
study along such lines as he prefers; 
whore ho can get instruction and 
whero ho will always be surrounded 



with- good, wholesome Influence. We 
want such a thing in Victoria and we 
want it very badly. 

Mr. Ralph Smith will not go to the 
Yukon as Commissioner. It is not a 
position that any one Is likely to crave, 
and moreover Mr. Smith's constituency 
Is not a very safe one to open just 
now. Wo think, however, that Mr. 
Smith' could have had tho office, If 
ho wished to take It. 



The Times, speaking of Sunday ob- 
servance says: "The real difficulty in 
tho case of British Columbia Is to 
distinguish between work which Is 
necessary because of the peculiarity 
of our Industrial situation and work 
which Is unnecessary"? This docs 
not quite stato tho whole case, but is 
very well put as far as it goes. One 
good thing has come out of the dis- 
cussion of this subject, namely, it Is 
no longer claimed that the Lord's Day 
Alliance people aro actuated by re- 
ligious motives. They are simply de- 
sirous of imposing their particular 
views of Sunday observance upon 
other people. 



We owe an apology tto Mr. H. Leng- 
wick, of Cowichan. He sent the Col- 
onist a letter a few days ago, which 
ho did not Intend for publication, and 
says ho marked it private. If it was 
so marked, the fact escaped attention. 
We could see no reason for tho letter 
unless It was intended for publication, 
and as It was interesting we printed 
it. AVe are sorry 'for tho mistake, but 
as our correspondent says that he does 
not object to the publicity no harm 
has been done. 

It is said that a New -York and 
Paris Syndicate has been formed to 
build a railway from Fort Churchill 
to Port Simpson. This is not quite a 
new thing, for It was talked about, 
some years ago. It is a Seattle man 
who is promoting this enterprise, and 
he tells the New York World that the 
road is going to bo built. By such 
a railway tho distance from Liverpool 
to Yokohama would be shortened 2,768 
miles. We wish the promoter all kinds 
of luck. He cannot bring too many 
railways to the northern part of tho 
British Columbia coast, for every one 
of them will ultimately find its way 
down to this island and seek the 
Orient by way of our ports. 



We print a letter from tho Victoria 
Branch of tho Canadian Labor Party, 
in which the statement that they pro- 
pose an alliance with tho Socialists is 
denied. We are very glad to publish 
tho denial. While we hold the view 
that there ought to be no need in 
Canadian pontics for a Labor Party, 
but that the"' interests of those who 
form it could bo served better by co- 
operation with tho Conservatives or 
Liberals, we admit that others are 
entitled to look at the matter dif- 
ferently; but wo placo Socialism 
wholly outside of tho palo of practical 
politics, and should regret very much 
if the Labor Party effected an alliance 
with those who advocate such ideas. 



The Bureau of Provincial Informa- 
tion has Issued a second edition of 
Bulletin No. 23, which Is described as 
a "Hand Book of British Columbia." It 
is :< very useful compilation, and ought 
to be widely circulated. We quote the 
following from Page 0: "The trade of 
British Columbia is the largest in the 
world per head of population. What 
may it become in the future when the 
resources of the province are generally 
realized and actively developed? In 
1904 the imports amounted to $12,079,- 
0SS, and the exports totalled $16,536,- 
In 1906 the imports were $15,71S- 
579, and tho exports $22,817,578, or a 
total increase in the trade of the 
province of Inn million dollars in two 
years." This is a wonderful showing, 
and one that will surprise ninety-nine 
people out of every hundred who read 
this paragraph. 



Our evening contemporary, referring 
to the members of the Church of Eng- 
land In England, calls them "the so- 
called Conformists." They are actual- 
ly Conformists, and those who do not 
conform to tho practices and doctrines 
of the Church of England are properl/ 
called Non-conformists in England. 
Hut in Canada the use of either word 
is a mistake. There are neither 
Conformists nor Non-comformlsts in 
this country, for tho very sufficient 
reason that thero is no established 
Church. Perhaps it might be said that 
there arc many established churches in 
Canada, for most denominations are 
recognized by law in the shape of 
statutory enactments, establishing Jur- 
isdictions of denomination bodies over 
certain matters coming within tho 
discipline of such bodies. Wo suppose 
that the best title for the Church of 
England in Canada is either the ex- 
pression just used or that of the 
Anglican Communion. Another name 
sometimes used hero Is that of Dis- 
senters, but there are no Dissenters in 
Canada in a religious sense. 



Tho governor of the Falkland 
Islands has informed tho League of 
tho Empire that ho will personally 
represent tho Islands at tho federal 
conference on education in May next. 

Four hundred farms have been de- 
vastated in Moldavia, eight thousand 
fugitives havo fled to Austria and ton 
thousand Jews havo been rendered 
homeless In tho recent agrarian dis- 
orders. 

A bill Is now before the Pennsylvania 
legislature to give any man tho right 
to thrash any newspaper man who 
publishes anything false or defamatory 
against himself or any one of his fam- 
ily.

CELEBRATION AWAKENS INTEREST 

... 

: 

Moetings held in tho Now Grand The- 
atre and Sermons Preached 
in City Churches 


About seventy-live ,guests fiat down to 
tho banquet provided by the 'Ladles Auxil- 
iary of the Y. M. C. A. In the Association 
hall lust evening. Lieut.-Govcrnor Duns-, 
mtilr, honorary president of the association, 
sent regrets that ho was unable to attend, 
but the gathering was fairly representative 
of tho business men of Victoria. Much en- 
thusiasm was evidenced over the proposal 
to erect a Y. M. C. A. building, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to confer with the 
Y. M. C. A. officials as to the best means 
of attaining the desired end. 

After full justice had been done to the 
bountiful repast supplied <bv the ladles, Sir. 
Allen, of Seattle, assisted by Mr. Wilcox, 
presented a number of steroptlcon views, 
showing types of the men who are leaders 
in the Y. 01, C. A. work, views of Y. M. C. 
A. buildings, in various parts of the world, 
and of Y. M. C. A. educational classes and 
summer camps, accompanying' the views 
with brief comments on the different 
phrases of the work which they were In- 
tended to illustrate. These views Tan nil 
the way from a portrait of Kir George 
Williams, rounder of the Y. L\J. C. A. 
movement, and of the room in which the 
first Y. M. C. A. was instituted, to views 
of tho most up-to-dato homes of the asso- 
ciation's branches, and were interesting in 
the extreme. 

'Following Mr. Allen, Mr. Graham, of 
Vancouver, spoke of the Canadian aspect 
of the Y. M. C. A. worU.-siiylng that the 
first Y. M. C. A. In America was- estab- 
lished In Montreal, from which beginning 
the movement spread across the continent. 
For wany of the older cities the buildings 
and equipment have become inadequate, 
and projects are on foot for the erection 
of new buildings to take their places. In 
these cities much enthusiastic work has 
been done, all classes of society vicing in 
an endeavor to push along tho project. In- 
stance after instance was given of the 
keen Interest taken by business men in tills 
work, Mr. Graham naming, town after 
town where excellent 'buildings had been 
provided by public subscription, and Show- 
ing that the people recognized the Import- 
ance of the work. A brief synopsis of the 
history of the movement In Vancouver fol- 
lowed and the benefit of the work in that 
city was shown. Air. Graham closed .»y 
expressing tho hope that Victoria would 
see Its way to carrying this project to a 
successful conclusion. 

Mayor Morloy 'regretted that he was al- 
ready due at another meeting, but wished 
to say that he felt sure that the citizens 
of Victoria would welcome a. Y. M. C. A. 
building in the city. He felt that the resi- 
dents of the city were amply able to con- 
tribute to such a proposition, and for him- 
self lie was prepared to pay his share with 
the rest. lie was also o[ the opinion that 
the city council would lie found willing to 
contribute Jn an adequate manner. 

John Nelson then introduced the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Whereas, an epoch .of unparalleled pros- 
perity now characterizes the 'Pncillc' North- 
.west,. and,, particularly, our own city of 
Victoria: ■'- 

., And whereas, . the Young 'Men's Christian 
Association' has come to 'be recognized as 
an essential factor in the life of a pro- 
gressive city: 

And whereas, the present rented quarters 
of tlio Victoria Association are wholly in- 
adequate to., the needs of the work, which, 
for Its' proper development,' requires a 
•building and equipment especially designed 
fbr its many activities along social,, phy- 
sical and .spiritual lines: 
■ .Be It, resolved, that It Is tho sense of 
this company of citizens of Victoria that, 
in view of the material growth and pros 
•perity of the city, the time has come for 
the erection of an adequate Youn.g Men's 
Christian Association building in tills city, 
and that n committee of live men be named 
to counsel with the directors of the asso- 
ciation, and to devise a plan of campaign 
looking to the erection of such a building 
for the capital of British Columbia. 

In supporting the resolution, Mr. Nelson 
likened the condition to that of a -mercan- 
tile concern which found Its factory In- 
adequate to care for a growing business. 
This was the case ia the affairs of the 
Victoria Y. M. C. A. The association was 
a factory for the making of men, and the 
business In Victoria bad outgrown the fac- 
tory accommodation, lie therefore, moved 
the adoption of the resolution.

A healthy blaze started in tho stalls 
used by the dogs ; during the show, and 
had it not been for the quick work of 
tho tiro brigade it is probable that se- 
vere damage would have been done. 
As it was, tho incipient blaze was ex- 
tinguished before it had done much 
harm. 

It was about ten o'clock when an 
alarm was turned In from box 23. On 
responding: the firemen from the head- 
quarters station found smoke issuing 
from tho doors and windows of the 
block, and every indication of a big 
tiro within. On an entrance being ef- 
fected the smoke was so thick within 
that the men were at first driven back 
some of them being rendered uncon- 
scious. Two hose were connected, and 
another attack made. This time the 
hien wero successful in reaching the; 
seat of tho lire. A draft of air having 
been established tho smoke was car- 
ried off, find tile men wore able to 
got at tho lire. 

1 The blaze had originated in some 
straw spread over a trap door cover- 
ing a stair caso down to the base- 
ment. Tho door had burned through, 
and when tho llrcmen arrived, tho 
flames were creeping down the stairs. 
It is thought that tho lire must havo 
been caused by some careless person 
having dropped a cigar butt, or lighted 
a match among tho straw in tho course 
of tho afternoon. 

As tho building was empty, and Is 
about to be renovated, the damage 
amounted to practically nothing.

MINISTERS MEET 

Clergymen of City Transact Business 
of Their Association 

There was a good attendance at the 
regular meeting of the Ministerial as- 
sociation in tho Y. M. C. A. parlors 
yesterday morning. 

Owing to the pressure of other busi- 
ness the reading of Rev. T. W. Glad- 
stone's paper on "Church and Social 
Evils" was omitted and the association 
devoted the whole session to tho dis- 
cussion of the matters before It. A 
communication was received from Mrs. 
B. M. Hasell, secretary of the Wom- 
en's Auxiliary of tho Provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital, asking that Sunday, 
May 10, be observed throughout the 
city as Hospital Sunday. After some 
little discussion tills communication 
was laid over for final consideration 
at the next meeting of the associa- 
tion. 

Rev. W. Leslie Clay read a report 
from the committee appointed at tho 
last meeting to consider the 'further 
extension of mission work in tho 
down-down districts.

W. C. T. U. mission and others, but 
at the same time felt that there was 
a largo field for missionary activity 
Which was not being touched by any 
existing agency. A number of resolu- 
tions wero then submitted and wore 
discussed In detail, but no ultimate 
decisions were arrived at and tho 
committee was Instructed to obtain

Tho wholesale dealers of this city 
will use their best efforts in cooperat- 
ing with tho merchants of Now AVcst 
minister, with a view to bringing 
about a revival of the trade between 
tho two ports. Numbers of the whole 
salo men of this city, representing all 
lines of business were interviewed by 
a Colonist reporter yesterday regard- 
ing tho suggestion for- the improve- 
ment of the steamship service between 
the two cities made on Saturday Lry 
A. E. "White, secretary of tho board 
of trade of tho Royal city, and in every 
case tho merchants expressed them- 
selves us bolng extremely desirous of 
seeing the consummation jOf the plan. 
All stated that they would personally 
go to considerable pains to bring 
about a renewal of tho old three or 
two boat a week service, and the ma- 
jority of them deprecated tho present 
traffic conditions which they stated 
were having a very bad effect on their 
business. 

The fact that there is at present only 
ono boat a week on tho run between 
the two ports, leaves the wholesale 
merchants of this city, In their deal- 
ings with New Westminster, the choice 
of two evils. Either they can suffer 
tho delay consequent upon waiting 
for the ono weekly boat, or they can 
send their goods by way of Vancou- 
ver, and pay the extra freight. 

Whichever course is pursued it 
leaves the wholesalers of Victoria at a 
disadvantage as compared with those 
of Vancouver. If they send their 
goods direct to New Westminster, the 
delay Is often so great that the mer- 
chants of the Royal city are be- 
coming unwilling to have orders sent 
that iway, While if they send them 
round by Vancouver, they have to pay 
the extra freight, and this of course 
Is in the end to a large extent paid 
by tho Now Westminster merchant. 

The consequence is that the store- 
keepers of the Royal city subjected in 
their dealings with Victoria to either 
a delay in the receipt of their goods 
or to a price In advance of that at 
which the same goods can bo secured 
In Vancouver, are taking their trade 
over to tho Terminal city to tho det- 
riment of tho Victoria wholesalers. 

Some idea of how great Is tho dif- 
ference made in the price of goods by 
sending them to New "Westminster via 
Vancouver, may be gathered from the 
fact -' that on general-' merchandise 
shipped from this port direct to the 
Royal city tho rate is only ten cents 
a hundred pounds, or $2 a ton. If. 
however, the merchandise Is shipped 
round by way of Vancouver, and then 
transhipped to tho B. C. Electric rail- 
way, and thus sent on to Now West- 
minister, the cost totals up to $4 a ton 
by tho time that it is delivered in the 
Royal city, just twice as much as if 
sent direct. 

Even when the goods are sent round 
by way of Vancouver, the merchants 
In New Westminster cannot be sure of 
getting them within a week after they 
are shipped from this city. John Peck 
a prominent member of tho New West- 
minster board of trade who was in 
the City yesterday had something to 
say regarding this. "We can't," said 
he, "be suro of getting goods shipped 
direct from Victoria until perhaps a 
week and fa half after they are or- 
dered, and if they are sent by way of 
Vancouver the delay is often just as 
bad. The merchandise Is transhipped 
at Vancouver, and then there Is no 
saying what may happen to it. 1 
have known cases where goods got 
stuck out at Westminster Junction, 
and where it was over two weeks 
after tho time of ordering when the 
New Westminster storekeeper finally 
got his. supplies." 

Mr. Peck stated that the people of 
New Westminster were Inclined to look 
upon the matter as being one of more 
Interest to Victoria than to the Royal 
city. 'Of course," said he, "we can get 
our goods all right In Vancouver; but 
we should like to be able to get them 
hero too, and the Victoria people may- 
be sure that any efforts they may make 
will receive our heartiest cooperation." 

That the Victoria wholesalers are 
determined to make a strong light for 
their better connections, is shown by 
the statements made to the Colonist 
by some of them yesterday. "We 
simply must have better connections 
with New Westminster," was the way 
that Max Lehcr of Pither & Lelser 
spoke regarding tho mailer. "Ever 
since the service was reduced to one 
boat our firm has been steadily los- 
ing Its customers in New Westminster. 
Wo used to have a largo number over" 
there once. Now wo have a very few 
and their number Is getting smaller 
and smaller all tho time. When our 
travelers visit them, and ask them for 
their trade, they tell us that It takes 
too long Id fill their orders, and that 
they prefer to go to Vancouver where 
they can get their orders tilled- in a 
day or so. Then, too, wo used to do 
a lot of mall order business, but that 
is also falling away. People, will not 
send mail orders when they know 
that they may not be filled for a week 
or so. Why sometimes it Is two weeks 
before wo can 1111 tin order. For In- 
stance we may get an order just too 
late to catch tho boat. In that case 
wo have to wait until tho following 
week, and tho order Is delayed for 
close on to a fortnight." 

Geofge W. Wynne managing direc- 
tor of B. G. Prior & Co., was Inclined 
to repine for the lost trade with Lad- 
ner's Landing, and tho other farming 
communities along the banks of the 
Eraser. "When the C. P. R. company 
controlled the steam boat traffic be- 
tween this city and New Westminster, 
and wo had two or three boats a 
week," said he, "wo used to do a. big 
business in hardware and farming Im- 
plements with Ludnor's Landing, since 
liowever, we have only had one boat, 
that trade has dwindled almost to 
nothing, for the peoplo will not stand 
for the delay consequent upon getting 
their goods from Victoria. Many of 
the people of the farming communities 
along tho Eraser used to prefer to deal 
the Victoria merchants. They did a 
good deal of their business In this 
city, sold much of their produce; hero 



and they used to purchase their sup- 
plies when they came over to settle 
up their accounts and one thing and 
another. Now, however, the • interest 
of tho farmers of tho Eraser Delta- has 
been deflected to Vancouver, and they 
get most of their goods there. It is 
much inoro costly, and much nioro in- 
convenient for them to buy In Vancou- 
ver, than in Victoria, but nevertheless 
they prefer to do so on account of tho 
delay Incurred in getting goods from 
here. Also since we have been re- 
duced to one boat a week, we got very 
few visits from tho Delta people, nnd 
that means the loss of considerable 
trade. These peoplo go to Vancouver 
now by way of the car line from Stev- 
eston, and of course onco In Vancou- 
ver they naturally enough buy there." 

P. A. Paulino was another of those 
who expressed himself as being strong- 
ly In favor of tho scheme proposed by 
tho New Westminster Board of Trade. 
"Slnco tho weekly service between this 
port and New Westminster was lln- 
ished from three boats to one," said 
he, "our trade with tho Royal city has 
been continually decreasing. Once, tho 
Victoria wholesalers did a very con- 
siderable business with New West- 
minister, now wo do scarcely any at 
all, and I am quite ready to believe 
what the C. P. R. claims, namely that 
there is not business enough to keep 
rnoro than ono boat going. What is 
the reason of that however? Nothing 
more than the fact that our present 
service causes such a delay in the de- 
livery of goods that the New West- 
minister merchunts will not order from 
us. Onco give us a good service, and 
wo would soon work up a business. 

"I think that tho .proposal to got all 
goods coming In to New Westminster 
by the Blue Eunnel and California 
lines, transhipped at this port, and 
forwarded from here to its destination 
is an excellent one. In this way 
enough freight could be secured to 
keep another boat going. Once wo got 
an additional boat on tlio run we could, 
I think, soon work up a business in 
New Westminster) and this would 
probably continue to grow until the 
C. P. R. might seo fit to give us three 
boats a week. Once that was done we 
should be on equal footing with Van- 
couver." 

B. B. Marvin said that the diminu- 
tion in tho weekly runs between this 
port and tho Eraser had had tho ef- 
fect of sending all passengers from the 
Fraser valley round by way of Van- 
couver. He stated that when there 
were three boats a week, many people 
both from this city and New West- 
minster were In the habit of camping 
during the summer, on Muyne and the 
other islands of the Gulf. Now this 
summer passenger traffic is virtually 
at an end. For this reason, and also 
on account of the detriment worked to 
tho wholesale business of this city by 
tho curtailed runs, Mr. Marvin was 
strongly In favor of an Increase In the 
transportation facilities. 

D. R. Ker manager of tho local of- 
fice of the Brackman-Ker Co., al- 
though his company is not In the habit 
of exporting goods to tho mainland, 
stated that ho too would lend his best 
efforts to an Increase in tho transpor- 
tation facilities between the two ports. 
"Wo get a lot of produce from tho 
Eraser valley," said ho, "and although 
wo have our own steamer, neverthe- 
less, wo are often inconvenienced by 
the lack of transportation facilities be- 
tween the two ports. Personally I 
sjhall be delighted to do all I can to 
help along tho cause." 

Other wholesalers spoke In the same 
strcilr.. 



BISHOP OF GABLISLE 



"Day of Rest, But Not Neces- 
sarily a Day of 
Gloom" 



The Lady's Pictorial (London) in Its 
Issue of March 211, has tho following: 

"The Bishop of Carlisle has taken 
just the view about Sunday observ- 
ance that one could wish all the clergy 
to hold, whether they bo bishops, 
priests, or deacons. Tho Puritanical 
Sunday is a terrible institution, large- 
ly responsible for much drunkenness 
among the masses and gambling 
among the classes. Sunday is a day 
of rest, but not necessarily a day of 
gloom. It Is certainly not desirable 
that a large proportion of the populace 
should be punished on tho first day of 
the week, as, indeed, they often are by 
misguided opposcrs of every scheme to 
make tho ray of rest ono of refresh- 
ment for mind and body. 

"T'n Bishop of Carlisle would give 
the people every kind of harmless 
amusement on Sunday; he would open 
museums, picture galleries, cricket 
Holds, tennis clubs, and golf courses. 
But he suggests that as far as pos- 
sible the leisured classes, who have 
six other days, at their full command, 
should, on this ono day, devote it to 
helping those who can only make holi- 
day on Sunday and enjoy it. Sunday 
dinner patties, certainly all card par- 
ties, ho would discourage, but he 
thinks many peoplo might organize; It' 
they tried, many more Sunday enter- 
tainments for the peoplo. 

"As matters are now, the rich pro- 
vide scandals and outrage English 
prejudices by their bridge parties, the 
extra labor they Impose on their ser- 
vants, and the bad example they sot 
by neglecting the religious aspect of 
tho day, while, on the other hand, 
those who would bo kept out of mis- 
chief, refreshed in mind and body, and 
one may almost say morally improved 
by rcasonublo recreation, tiro denied 
it."

London, March 31. — The Chronicle's 
nayal correspondent writes: "Japan- 
ese gunnery experts who watched the 
recent prize llriug of tho British China 
squadron consider that the admiralty 
made a mistake in treating tho 6- Inch 
gun as an obsolete weapon. They hold 
that battles will be won at sea as 
much by the moral effect of the burst- 
ing of shells outside as by tho material 
results of shell lire in a heavy sea. 
They say that hydraulic worked guns 
will never be worked as quickly or 
laid so accurately as hand -worked 
guns. If the Dreadnought could al- 
ways arrange to light outside a limit 
of 8,000 yards of the enemy sho would 
not feel the want of 6-inch guns, hut 
times must occur when light and sea 
conditions will make it necessary to 
close inside a zone of 0,000 yards. It 
is understood that tho Japanese 
Dreadnought will carry 12 C-lnch guns. 

"Japanese naval discipline is a mar- 
velous thing to English eyes. There 
are no ship police and there is prac- 
tically no code of punishment. An of- 
llccr remonstrates with a faulty man. 
Ho reminds him of his ancestors and 
appeals to his love of country. If the 
man is recalcitrant the officer slaps his 
faco once or twice. That brings him 
to his senses. The relations between 
officer and men arc fraternal, like the 
French, and owing to tho absence of 
physical punishments and also of' 
crime, the terms existing on the up- 
per and lower decks are described us 
ideal. Since the war, however, there 
bus been a slightly greater tendency 
to drink on the part of seamen. 

"it is a mistake to think that tho 
Japanese have copied the English navy 
in other than mechanical points in 
construction, and tho arrangement nnd 
dross of material. They think for 
themselves on higher discipline, strat- 
egy arid tactics. The arrangements 
for the Straits of Tsushima victory 
were worked out by a lieutenant on the 
staff at Toklo. Admiral Togo, to his 
eternal honor, accepted the plans of 
his junior, who has slnco been promot- 
ed to tho rank of commander.

Banquet Tendered Railway Man 
by Grand Trunk Officials 
at Montreal 



"If I have done something for tho 
Grand Trunk and for Canada during 
my eleven years' sojourn-in this coun- 
try, I thiuk I can say that I have ac- 
complished my work in the faithful 
discharge of my duty to tho system 
with which I was connected." 

This was F. H. McGuigan's' farewell 
message to the gentlemen who had 
gathered to do honor to tho retiring 
manager, says tho Montreal Gazette. 
Shortly after midnight the new vice- 
president of tho Great Northern board- 
ed a special at Bonaventure station 
and left at once for tho scene of his 
future labors, followed by tho cheers 
and good wishes of those who were 
present. 

Tho banquet to Mr. McGuigan at the 
Canada club given by the ollicials of 
the Grand Trunk and the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, was a most successful func- 
tion, and the speeches showed the 
great regret that all felt at tho loss of 
so valued and popular an official. Mr. 
William "Wainwright presided, and 
around him were the men who had 
labored with the'guest of the 'evening. 
At the conclusion of the menu, which 
was an elaborate one, the rulers of tho 
British Empiro and the American Re- 
public were duly, honored, Mr. Du- 
quette singing "Rule Britannia" and 
the "Star-Spangled Banner." After II. 
Tt. Charlton had read letters of regret 
from friends in Canada and the United 
States, E. H. Fitzhugh, third vice- 
president of the Grand Trunk, pro- 
posed the health of tho guest of the 
evening, in an eloquent speech. Al- 
though regretting Mr. JIcGuigan's de- 
parture from the road, he was glad to 
know that their friend had been called 
to such an important position in the 
railway world, and he knew that Mr. 
McGuigan would discharge the duties 
of his position with honor to himself 
and credit to the railway system he 
had joined. lie then told what the 
guest of the evening had done for the 
Grand Trunk during the last ten years, 
the building of six hundred miles of 
new second trade being included in 
his achievements. lie had, in fact, 
made the Grand Trunk the peer of any 
railway in Canada or the United 
States. "I voice the sentiment of tho 
absent chief," concluded the speaker, 
when I say that his ability and devo- 
tion to duty have been duly appreciat- 
ed and' tho loss to the system will be 
keenly felt.

ant solicitor; B. B. Kelliher, chief en- 
gineer of the Grand Trunk Puclilc; W. 
E. Davis, passenger traffic manager; 
Cy Warman and John W. Loud, freight 
traffic manager, paying one and all de- 
served compliments to Mr. McGuigan, 
both as an official and as a friend. 

Tlio vice-fcresldent of the Great 
Northern was loudly cheered as he 
rose, lie thanked them all for what 
he termed the far too flattering things 
that they had been pleased to say 
about him. He said he had never be- 
foro shrunk from a diliicult task even 
when the odds were against him, but 
this time he felt quite unequal to the 
task -of replying In a fitting manner. 
He said that if his work on the Grand 
Trunk had been in a measure success- 
ful, it was because of the hearty co- 
operation he had Invariably received 
from those around him.

The New York World publishes the 
following remarkable story of a new 
a'leged raiV.vtd propositi* i for the 
far Northwi^t of Canada: 

An importa it addition to the trans 
continental lines of railroad is about 
to be built by a syndicate of New 
York and London millionaires. >£he 
road will operate between Port Simp 
son, on the British Columbia coast, and 
Churchill, on Hudson Bay. ' 

Tho proposed road, which Is an- 
nounced as a certainty, will shorten 
the route from Liverpool to Yokohama 
2,768 miles. It will bo 300 miles north 
of any other transcontinental lino and 
will open up pno 6f the richest farm 
ins and mining countries in the world. 

The Port Simpson & Eastern Rail- 
way company, which is to build the 
road, Is capitalized at $100,000,000, 
David B. May, forme* special agent of 
the United States department of the 
interior in Alaska, is secretary. He 
spent sixteen years in the great 
Northwest investigating the possibil- 
ities of a. railroad, and it may bo. said 
that he Is the founder ofiitrio new un- 
dertaking.- •,>;.•.' i! ■. 1 

Mr. May lives In Seattle, Wash., hut 
is at present stopping at tho Wa'dorf' 
Astoria. He came to New York to 
consult with the capitalists who have 
agreed to finance tho scheme. 

"I hare always believed that the plan 
was feasible, but I had great trouble 
in convincing people that the north- 
western country is warm and fertile," 
said Mr. May. "The country has been 
little explored, and most people be- 
lieve it to bo cold and barren. It is 
just the opposite. The chinook winds 
sweep across the level land, and the 
Japan current makes it almost tropi- 
cal. I have never seen such crops of 
wheat ns are raised in the Northwest. 
Tho country is also wonderfully rich in 
minerals and there are millions of tons 
of fine asphalt. 

"Our load will bo 1,450 miles long. 
Wo expect to run trains from Port 
Simpson to Churchill In from thirty to 
thirty- five hours. We have already 
obtained terminal facilities at both 
places, and in six clays expect to have 
our surveyors at work. 

"This road will supply an almost 
direct routo from Liverpool to Yoko- 
hama. From- Liverpool to Churchill 
the distance is 3,3fi3 miles, and from 
Churchill to Port Simpson 1,450 miles, 
and from Port Simpson to Yokohama 
4,415 miles. That will bo our route 
compared to the following of other 
transcontinental roads: Liverpool to 
New York, 3,400 miles; . New York to 
San Francisco, 3,390 miles, and San 
Francisco to Yokohama, 5,140 miles. It 
is thus seen that wo save li,76S miles 
of travel. 

"I would also like to state that Hud- 
eon Bay is open to navigation seven 
months in the year, and not frozen 
over most of the time, as is generally 
believed. AVe have contracted for two 
steamers capable of carrying 25,000 
tons, to run from Port Simpson to Yo- 
kohama, and have assurances from 
English capitalists that a line will bo 
established from Liverpool to Church- 
ill. 

"Tho country this road expects to 
develop has 500,000 square miles of the 
best wheat land on tho face of the 
earth. Forty bushels to the acre are 
taken off the farms. I have been all 
over tho country on horseback and 
know every foot of it. 

"Another advantage wo have over 
other transcontinental lines Is that 
tho Rocky mountains In Canada are 
not so high as they are In the south. 
Where wo cross the highest point is 
2,400 feet, an compared to from 0,000 
to 7,000 foot where other roads cross. 

"The climate is equal to the climate 
of Maryland, It is thirty degrees 
warmer than in Winnipeg. Thero are 
250,000 Americans who went into the 
great Northwest last year, and we ex- 
pect 2,000,000 'this year." 



IMPLEMENT DUTIES 

IN THE SAME 



Amendment for the Reduction of 
Tariff Voted Down in Fed- 
eral House 



Ottawa, Out., April 2. — The house went 
into committee! on the bill respective the 
duties of customs. Mr. Schaffucr (tiouris) 
called attention to tho duties on agricul- 
tural Implements. lie said that la his 
own constituency 7,344 inokers and a simi- 
lar number of binders ■ were required an- 
nually to take off the crop. That meant 
an expenditure or ¥1,505,520 In the Sou- 
rls constituency alone. lie referred to 
past speeches of Liberal leaders in favor 
of a bill lor agricultural implements. The 
best thing the implment manufacturers 
could do was to get In closer touch with 
the farmers. He moved to amend item OS 
so as to make the general tariff on mow- 
ing machines, harvesters, Belf-blndlng <n- 
without binders, binding attachments, and 
reapers, 10 per cent, luatea'd of 17'/j. 

Mr. Staples (Maedonald) seconded the 
adoption or the amendments. He declar- 
ed that while the duty had been reduced, 
2>/ 2 per cent., yet the price or implements 
to the western farmer had gone up. Yes- 
terday ho was offered n six-toot binder 
for $125, Whereas the price In Manitoba 
was $117.50. Such n wide descrepancy be- 
tween (Manitoba and Ontario should be 
Investigated. 

IM!l?-i Lake (Q.ti'Apelle) supported 'the 
reduction. 

Hon. Win. TnUerson opposed the re- 
duction. He said that the government 
bad met the wishes as far as possible of 
the farmers, and he thought tiiey would 
be satisfied with what bed been done. 
At -the same Utile the government had not 
done any injury to the manufacturers. 

W. 13, Knowlos (Wear Asslrilboln) 
contended that the opposition was not 
sincere in bringing forward this amend- 
ment, and regarded It us a political dodge. 

William ltochc (Marquette) strongly 
favored reduced protection on these par- 
ticular Implements, and blamed the gov- 
ernment fur uothaving secured fulll in- 
formation as to actual cost of these roach 
.lues, so as to ascertain whether the prof 
Its thereon were as large as they were 
believed to be. Ho considered himself 
none the less a consistent protectionist by 
voting .for the amendment. 

Patterson's Chango of Front 
. It. Ju Borden, In a spirited speech re- 
viewed the erratic tariff policy of govern- 
ment, and amidst a good deal or oppos- 
ition laughter quoted n speech of Paterson 
made In ISOo enunciating very llffercnt 
views from those he holds today. 

The tariff policy of the government was 
Mr. Iiorleu declared, to get as much mon- 
ey out ot people so as to support their 
own political friends, lie complained or 
Inek or information which had been sup- 
plied by the government on this particu- 
lar question and said that taTlft commis- 
sion should have obtained Information on 
at nenst three points: 

(1) What Is the cost of the manufacture 
or these Implements? 

(2) What Is the price In Canada com- 
pared with the price at which the Im- 
plements are sold In the markes of the 
world: and > ' : 

(3) Are the excessive prices due to a 
combination amongst the manufacturers'/ 

On the grounds of this lack of informa- 
tion, which did not enable them to nr- 
rlve at 'ft proper Judgment, he snid he 
could not support the amendment. He 
stood for adequate protection, but he did 
not stand for protection which would 
make people of tills country pay more for 
anything else than they ought. (Hear hear.) 

Schnffner's amendment was defeated 
by 50 to 2.7. Western men who voted 
for It were Schnffner,' Staples, Roche, Mc- 
Carthy (Calgary), THarron and bake. Those 
who voted against It were Hole. Green way, 
Burrows, MeCrauey, Cash, Adamsoli and 
Mclntyre (Stratheoria)i^ ••; 

Ordcr-in-Council Goes

TO MONT BLANC'S SUMMIT 

Proposal to Construct an Aerial Sus- 
pension Railway 

London, March 31. — The German 
technical journal Prometheus describes 
tho project of a Swiss engineer named 
Fcldmann to construct an aerial sus- 
pension railway to tho summit of 
Mont Blanc. It has boon found that 
tho tunneling necessary for an ordin- 
ary mountain lino such as the Jung- 
fratt Is excessively costly and undesir- 
able from the tourists' viewpoint. Fold- 
mann's project is for an aerial line 
from Chamoulx to the glacier Dos 
Hossons lit an increased elevation of 
4,1)00 feet, 1 with v angles r ranging from 
10 to ,05 percent.: Another line will 
connect the glacier Des Hossons with 
the Aiguille du Midi. It Is estimated 
that the construction of the Koldinnnn 
lino will cost $S00,0O(V and will require 
four years' time.

London, March 31 Considerable con- 
troversy is already waging around tho 
"expression of ' opinion," published In the 
Lancet, concerning alcohol and alcoholic 
beverages. Its publication is apparently 
meant ns n counterblast to tho agitation 
against even the medicinal use of alcohol, 
which from time to time recently lias crop- 
ped up with considerable prominence. The 
statement runs: "In view of the state- 
ments frequently made ns to present medi- 
cal opinion regarding nltohol nnd uleohollc 
beverages, we, the ■undersigned, thing it 
desirable to Issue the following short state- 
ment on the subject, a statement which 
. we belletve 'represents the opinions »if 
leading clinical teachers as well as the 
great majority of medical practitioners: 

'^Recognizing that "in prescribing al- 
cohol the requirements of the individual 
must be the .governing rule, we ore con- 
vinced of tho correctness of the opinion 
so long and generally held that, In dis- 
ease, alcohol Is ' a rapid and trustworthy 
restorative. .In many cases It may truly 
be described as lite preserving, owing to 
its power to sustain cardiac nervous ener- 
gy, while protecting wasting nitrogenous 
tissue. As nn article of diet . we held 
that the universal belief of civilized man- 
kind that the nioderrite use of alcoholic 
beverages Is for adults usually beneficial 
ns amply Justified. We deplore the evils 
nrlsiivg from the excessive use of alcoholic 
beverages, but it is nothing, however 
beneficial which does not by excess become 
injurious."

FATAL NEW YORK FIRE. 

Metropolitan Car Barns Burn — Fire 
men Caught by Falling Wall. 

Now York, April 8. — Fire early to- 
day partially destroyed tho car barn 
and power house of tho Metropolitan 
Street Railway company, . extending 
from 145th and 146th streets and from 
Lenox avenue to Seventh avenue 
During tho course of the fire one fire- 
man was killed and three others prob 
ably fatally injured. Tho financial 
loss Is heavy. 

Tho dead: Capt. John Ryan, of en- 
gine company No. 80. Injured: John 
Connors, fireman; John Robury, fire- 
man, and F. Leopold, fireman. 

The men killed and injured were 
fighting tho flames from tho second 
story escape on the Seventh avenue 
side of the building when the wall fell 
burying tho men in the debris. Cap- 
tain Ryan was taken out dead and 
Fireman Leopold was probably fatally 
Injured. 

The fire started in the repair depart- 
ment from a grounded wire In one of 
the cars and communicated to the 
paint and varnish rooms. The fire 
burned so fiercely that it took tho fire 
men nearly three hours to bring It un 
der control.

London, March 31. — A pretty wed- 
ding party was stopped at the en- 
trance to St. Mary's church, Scarbor- 
ough, and tho bridesmaids forbidden to 
enter, because thoy wore no hats, sim- 
ply a wreath of marguerites. Tlio dif- 
ficulty was quickly overcome by the 
bridesmaids fastening white handker- 
chiefs on thnlr heads. Tho vicar' of 
the church enforces tho rule that the 
female heads must be covered in 
church with great strictness.

the position' of leader of the House 
and the leader of the opposition 
as the shepherd of his flock, there 
are other members of the Legis- 
lative Assembly whose Importance 
in the House Is scarcely less than that 
of the party leaders. Not only is thls^ 
true of the members of the cabinet but 
is equally remarkable of the senior 
members of the Provincial Parliament- 
Among .the chief figures and ' most 
...prominent in the proceedings of the 
Houso last week was the 

Minister of Finance. 
Hon. P.. G. Tatlow, third member for 
Vancouver is a native of Dover, Ire- 
land, but was one of the early. Immi- 
grants to British Columbia. Ho was 
elected as one of Vancouver's represen- 
tatives in 1903, being returned as a 
supporter of the first Conservative ad- 
ministration. He was almost Immedi- 
ately chosen as Minister of Finance, a 
position which he has held with credit 
. to himself and acceptability to the 
province ever since. Hon. Mr. Tatlow 
-came into the onerous duties of his 
office at tho time when the government 
had to face the disagreeable necessity 
of increasing taxation and economizing 
in the matter of expenditure upon pub- 
lic works. Ho shared with his col- 
leagues tho responsibility of facing the 
country with what were temporarily 
unpopular measures but which, In their 
working out have since convinced tho 
whole country that they were justified. 
Not only has Mr. Tatlow been able to 
redeem the credit of the province 1 but 
a few months' ago he was able to make 
the announcement that a handsome 
surplus had accrued as a result of the 
policy of the government and a reduc- 
tion in taxation has already taken place 
in one of the enactments passed by the 
; present session of the Legislature.. 

Mr. Tatlow does not obtrude his 
•personality . .upon the. . Hpusp, .rarely 
'speaking except to reply to ques- 
tions, asked. . .concerning . his .'de- 
partment or defending .the . actions 
of the government. . respecting .the 
same. -His budget speeches made 
In presentation of the estimates 
always constitute one of tho most ln- 
f terestlng features of the session. He 
speaks slowly, clearly and deliberately, 
covering all tho ground coming within 
i the purview of his address and he sets 
forth- plainly,- without nourish of ora- 
$J torlcal adornment • the • record of -his 
work. He Is assiduous in his attention 
to the duties of his ofTlcr; and Is a most 
valuable member of the Executive 
Council. Personally he Is. genial, easily 
approached, courteous and obliging and 
visitors to his office are never treated 
'with anything but the most cordial 
official hospitality. His chair in the. 
House is immediately at the left of 
Premier McBride and exactly opposite 
him sits 

The Member For Delta, 

' _ Mr. John Oliver, whose place is at-thfe 
right ..of. the leadet>of the opposition so 
that he ' may' truly' be' said 'to be' Mr. 
■Macdonald's right hand man. Mr.' Oli- 
ver is an Englishman by birth but'emi- 
i erated to CixViada'ahd British Columbia, 
thirty years' ago,' at once settling iii the 
Delta of the Eraser river though not In 
the immediate locality of his present 
residence. Mr. Oliver Is a prosperous 
farmer, holding a largo tract of fertile 
land Jn that incomparably rich section 
of the province .which, .after ages, has 
fceen h,ullt up . by. .the. washing of the 
jnightyf Eraser. . in. Us. .passage to the 



ussembly in IDOO.and has held his seat 
continuously ever since, passing, 
through two elections without defeat 
or approach thereto. His place has al- 
ways been in opposition to the govern- 
ment, though he readily admits that 
'this becomes tiresome eventually. Mr. 
Oliver has undoubtedly the genius and 
temperament qualifying him for his 
self-appointed position as watchman 
over tho actions of the government. 
He is a merciless critic of the gov- 
ernment's policy and denounces in \\n- 
sparing terms such features of tho 
projected legislation as appear to him 
to bo faulty. He has a penchant for 
chasing up suspicions and never allows 
a hint of malfeasance in office on the 
part of any member of the government 
to obtain its second breath till ho has 
tracked it to Us lair. If there are con- 
tradictions between statements made 
by journals supporting the government 
and the spoken word of members on 
the floor of the Houso Mr. Oliver calls 
tho attention of tho House to the fact. 
His questions and notices of motion 
cover almost every subject conceivable 
as being within the responsibilities of 
tho government and no dark secrets 
of administrative or executivo officials 
but are trailed by him' into the light. 
He deems it his duty to keep the mem- 
bers of the government In the fierce 
white light that blazes on the throne 
and In . this he is so persistent that ho 
is admirably successful. 

'Mr. Oliver speaks slowly and with 
deliberation. He Is heard in every cor- 
ner of the House and he states his 
case with so much clearness that 
no member falls to • grasp the nub of 
his contentions. His favorite attitude 
Is an erect posture, head slightly de- 
clined, his pince-nez In his right hand 
with tho thumb of that hand inserted 
In his vest pocket. He makes few ges- 
tures but when ho' has occasion to use 
'them they are original and serve well 
.to emphasize his 'remarks. 

The member for Delta holds strong 
views, .on. the Importance of the gov- 
ernment's duty with respect to immi- 
gration, . Ho expresses the unqualified 
conviction that every effort should be 
made to induce suitable immigration 
from the British Isles in preference to 
all others. He advocates tho settlement 
of these in blocks by means of the 
system of small holdings as,' he main 
tains, that by this method the con 
structloil of roads and other trans 
portatton facilities, the carrying on of 
schools and the administration of pub- 
lic affairs can be most economically 
effected. While there 'are other sub 
jects upon which he is equally pro 
nounced and emphatic he conceives the 
subject of suitable Immigration to be 
the most pressing. Mr. Oliver Is trans 
parently honest, which fact lends i 
touch of sarcasm to his frequent at 
tacks upon the motives and acts of the 
government. His constituency expends 
from the bounds of the Chlllhvack 
riding on the-.onst to the gulf on the 
west, embracing all the territory with- 
in, these , limits on tho south side of 
the .'Eraser river, 

The President of tho Council. 

Francis S. Carter Cotton, the mem 
ber for Ttlchmond, a constituency ly- 
ing directly north of that represented 
by Mr. Oliver, Is not a new member 
of tho House, .he having held mem 
bershlp in several previous adminls 
tratlons. Mr. Cotton is another Eng 
lishman whoso fortunes brought- him 
west .in the early, days of Vancouver,

when, as yet, 'that now metropolitan 
city was-but a. small village. Mr. Cot- 
ton is a journalist and publisher by 
profession and occupation, he having 
founded the Nows-Adyertlser in 1S8C. 
A staunch Conservative in federal 
politics his paper has rendered invalu- 
able ■■■'service' to his party, both In 'tho 
Dominion contests and, since tho or- 
ganization of the government on party 
lines, In the -provincial arena. Mr. 
Cotton was first elected to tho local 
legislature in '1890 and again in 1894 
and still again in 1898. During tho lat- 
ter' term; ho occupied tho position of 
Minister of Finance In tho Semlln cabi- 
net and so prominent was ho In tho 
oounclls of tho government at that 
time as to earn for It the sobriquet 
"Semlln-Cotton" government. As Min- 
ister of Finance Mr. Cotton exhibited 
distinguished ability both as a states- 
man and financier as the records of 
his term of office will show. Ho was 
an ardent advocato of the Torrens sys- 
tem, of registration of land titles, a 
measure the adoption of which ho was 
unablo to secure. He Is rarely absent 
from the sessions of the House, though 
he seldom takes part In the discussion 
of the assembly. Ho listens closely to 
all that is said In debate and the read- 
ers of his personal organ receive the 
benefit of his mature reflections. 

Senior Member for Vancouvor. 

Mr. W. J. Bowser, K.C., senior mem- 
ber of the law firm of Bowser & Wall- 
bridge of Vancouver, Is a Nova Sco- 
tlan by birth but an adopted son of 
British Columbia whither he emigrated 
sixteen years ago. Ho Is a success- 
ful legal practitioner with unusual tal- 
ent for criminal practise In which he 
has conducted several notable cases, 
With a natural inclination and liking 
for a political and parliamentary ca 
reer ho entered tho lists in Vancouver 
In 1896 as Conservative candidate in 
the federal contest, suffering defeat, 
however, In common with the other 
Conservative candidates. Undaunted 
by th)s experience he ran again In the 
provincial elections of 1903 as a gov 
eminent candidate and was trlum 
phantly elected, holding his seat with 
acceptability until the dissolution of 
the Houso last December. He was 
again returned at the head of the polls 
as one of Vancouver's solid five 
February 2. 

Mr. Bowser has rendered Invaluable 
service to his party as a campaigner, 
his speeches being carefully prepared; 
forceful and delivered with tho plausi- 
bility and argumentative force for 
which he is noted. Not only In his 
own constituency but throughout tho 
province he has been an active cam- 
paigner and convincing exponent of 
tho political principles of his choice. 
His convictions upon matters political 
may be surmised from the prominent 
part he is taking In tho present session 
of the Legislative Assembly in the In- 
troduction of two measures, tho adop- 
tion of which he Is. earnestly striving 
to secure. One of these is an amend- 
ment to the Immigration Act designed 
to exclude Hindus by Imposing an edu- 
cational test, and tho other an amend- 
ment to the Provincial Elections Act 
under the terms of which Hindus in 
common with Japanese will be unable 
to secure the franchise within tho 
province. Mr. Bowser Is a thorough 
Conservative, standing loyally by the 
policy of the government and is a 
source of strength to his party In com- 
mittee, in caucus and in tho House it- 
self. 

The Member for Cowichan, 

Mr. W. H. Hayward, who represented 
Cowichan, a constituency extending 
from Esquimau on the south to New- 
castle on tho north and from west to 
east clear across Vancouver Island, is 
a native of Dover, England and emi- 
grated to British Columbia thirteen 
years ago. Tho present is his second 
term as member of the Legislative As- 
sembly, he having represented Esqui- 
mau as senior member from 1900 to 
1903. He is by occupation a farmer, 
though he has other large business in- 
terests in his constituency. Tho dis- 
trict of Cowichan is famous in Mho 
history of British Columbia, as the 
earliest agricultural settlement on 
Vancouver Island, 'in common with that 
of Saanich, was -effected in the Cow- 
ichan neighborhood Besides extensive 
farming and stock raising, which gives 
a general air of prosperity to the com- 
munity Mr. Hayward's constituency 
contains many prosperous mining en- 
terprises notably those on Mount Sick- 
er which taken together with the 
smelter industries at Lady.smlth and 
Crofton and including the immense 
lumbering and milling Industries hav- 
ing their centre at Chcmainus, make It 
one of the most important rural con- 
stituencies In -the province. In addi- 
tion to these mining and manufactur- 
ing enterprises the district of Cow- 
ichan is famed for Its natural advant- 
ages as a rendezvous for hunters and 
sportsmen. Well watered as It is by 
three or more inland lakes from which 
mighty rivers flow along the natural 
watershed It has been extensively ad- 
vertised as the favorite haunt of every 
species of the finny tribe while for tho 
gunner tho forests afford perennial 
sport. Mr. Hayward looks to tho rapid 
exploitation of the mineral resources 
of his district, many of which are al- 
ready paying good dividends on the 
cost of operation, together with the 
further reclamation of cultivable areas 
to make it one of the most noted in 
British Columbia. 

While loyally supporting the present 
administration, Mr. Hayward is not- a 
partizan in politics. Ho recognizes as 
among the immediately necessary steps 
to be taken for tho development of 
tho country, a system of surveys by 
moans of which a more thorough, de- 
tailed and general knowledge of tho 
resources of the country may bo ■ au- 
thoritatively advertised. He feels also, 
in common with a large class of em- 
ployers of labor, the Inconvenience and 
loss resulting from a scarcity of suit- 
able agricultural, industrial and do- 
mestic help and Is an earnest advo- 
cate of such immigration, policy as 
shall speedily, relieve the distress. In 
urging these measures he Is in thor- 



ough harmony with the policy of tho 
government 

Member for Nelson. 

. Dr. Geo. A. B. Hall, the first Liberal 
member for Nelson, , is an Ontario old 
boy, but early removing with, his fath- 
er and the other members of his fam- 
ily to British Columbia of which prov- 
ince he has been a citizen for thirty- 
two years. One of the first tracts of 
farm lands to bo cleared in the Cow- 
ichan district was that occupied by tho 
Hall family and on which tho West- 
holme station on the E. & N. railway 
is now located. Dr. Hall with his 
brother deserted the farm for profes- 
sional careers, the present member 
first graduating and practising as a 
doctor of donistry and afterward en- 
tering the larger field afforded by tho 
practice of medicine. Eleven years ago 
he removed to Nelson and immediately 
identified himself with civic affairs 
taking a deep interest In tho welfare 
of the new city by serving on tho board 
of School trustees and afterwards as 
alderman, in both of which offices ho 
exhibited a painstaking solicitude for 
tho best interests of the community. 
Hard working at his profession and 
successful as well ho built up a good 
practice which In its extent and varle 
ty induced him ,to take post graduato 
courses in New York and in tho John 
Hopkins University of Baltimore. Dur 
Ing the more recent years ho has de 
veloped his practice along splendid 
lines in recognition of tho fact that 
modern practitioners succeed best by 
devoting their talents exclusively to 
tho treatment of particular ailments 
rather than in general practice. 

Ther can be no question as to Dr, 
Hall's loyalty to the Liberal party of 
which he is an ardent supporter. His 
political education has been such that 
It would be impossible for him to be 
anything but a Liberal. "While ho has 
no hobbles in a political sense ho has 
a taste for the gamo and Is ambitious 
to make a record for himself in the 
legislative annals of his edopted prov- 
ince. Strictly temperate In his personal 
habits he Is a believer in and an advo 
cate of the principle of Local Option 
and believes that a measure providing 
for such regulation of tho traffic in in- 
toxicants Is opportune and should be 
supported by tho entire Legislative 
Assembly. He carried the Nelson con 
stltuency over his Conservative op- 
ponent by a majority of two votes. 
Member for Ymir. 

Mr n J. H. Schofield representing 
Ymlr, Is also an Ontario old boy, but 
naturalized In British Columbia twen- 
ty-one years since. He represents one 
of the largest constituencies in the 
province, extending as it does from 
tho boundary line on tho south to Na 
kusp on tho north and from the con 
fines of the Grand Forks riding on 
tho west to tho limits of Cranbrook 
on the east. The riding covers a ter- 
ritory Including about 21,000 square 
miles and in its physical ruggedness 
and sparse population Is perhaps uni- 
que in tho province. His home, city, 
Trail, is the location of tho largest 
smelting Industry In Canada while his 
constituency is tho centre of the min- 
eral belts of the Interior, many well- 
developed properties lying within the 
radius of the territory represented by 
him. . ■■'•/•' v..; ; . 

Mr. Schofield la an employee of the 
C. P. R. and Is perhaps tho only mem- 
bers In the employ of a railway com- 
pany sitting In tho House. He has al- 
ways had an inclination toward a po- 
litical career and has been an active 
party worker. His popularity and use- 
fulness together with his advocacy of 
sound political principles made him the 
natural candidate for the government 
party In his riding where he was 
elected over two opponents, one Lib- 
eral and the late member for Nelson, 
Mr. John Houston, who entered tho 
field as a third and unaffiliated candi- 
date. Mr. Schofield believes in rail- 
way extension as the surest means of 
provincial development, transportation 
being the indispenslble feature of set- 
tlement under modern conditions. He 
is, however, opposed to land grants for 
railway purposes and believes in mod- 
erate cash bonuses only when a rail- 
way Is an imperative necessity for 
some. section of the country which, 
for surmisable reasons, cannot expect- 
ed to roturn Interest on the invest- 
ment necessary for construction. While 
Mr. Schofield has not yet spoken on the 
door of the House, his work in com- 
mittee Is untiring and his counsel 
much appreciated.

Inek of lnbor. He desired some Informa- 
tion in regard to what the appropriation 
of $13,000 for Immigration meant. Speaking 
of the closing of the government agency at 
Lndywnlth, ho asserted thnt lie hurt re- 
ceived the promise of the premier that It 
would 'be reopened, Hint his word had 
never been fulfilled, and that lie did not 
expect that It would. 

Unfair Distribution 
'Referring to the estimates, he snld thnt 
lie never saw a plainer onse of dlscrlm- 
mlnntlou. It was odd, he said, that nil 
those districts represented on the govern- 
ment aide should require an Increase In 
their appropriations, while those In oppo- 
sition dhl not obtain or require any more. 
It was fortunate that a good part of the 
majority In tho House was made up of the 
representatives of the cities of Vancou- 
ver and Victoria. If they wore made up of 
agricultural districts lit: was afraid that 
those on the opposition side would hnve 
nothing left them. (Laughter.) 

Ho then went on to review the labor 
legislation which bad boon brought hi by 
supporters of the government. In this con- 
nection ho spoke of the Orst member for 
Vancouver, of «the representative of the 
Islands, and the member returned from Fur- 
lllo. In regard to tho former lie asserted 
that tin? smile lighting hl.j countenance 
was quite natural, as ho had a "lead-pipe" 
Cinch on the attorney-generalship. Ilo 
then spoke similarly of others, concluding 
with till) contention that the premier had 
two ways open before Ilim, the one lead- 
ing "over mountains, down Into fair prnl- 
rlur, and eventually to the premier's chair 
at Ottawa." The oilier was that which led 
in the direction of the career of a "small, 
pettifogging" politician. Western Canada, 
unconsciously was looking for a Ktatesinuu, 
and It was a question .whether Premier Sic- 
Hrlde was I he man, Ho had to submit 
his credentials to (he provincial legislature 
and, pointing to a copy of the estimates, 
Mr. Williams wanted to know whether 
they were all lie had to offer.

Hall at the last meeting, expressed 
themselves as being very solicitous re- 
garding the safety of the buildings. 
They then claimed that their sole pur- 
pose in refusing to authorize tho ex- 
penditure proposed by tho executive of 
tho British Columbia Athletic associa- 
tion was that they thought that tho 
buildings were unsafe, and in need of 
repair, and that money should bo spent 
on this before it was put on the race 
track or stables. 

The first thing that appeared in tho 
building inspector's report was a state- 
ment to the effect that the buildings 
were one and all, "perfectly safe." Ho 
.suggested, howovor, that there were 
The city council excelled itself last cert j^ri improvements and repairs 



evening. Never since it ennio into ex- 
istence, — not even during tho cele- 
brated debate over the liquor license 
bylaw have the mayor and aldermen 
indulged In such opera boulte warfare 
as they did last evening. Tho ques- 
tion of the expenditure of tho money 
at tho exhibition grounds was tho 
cause of all tho trouble. It was intro- 
duced early in the evening, and tho 
aldermen immediately took sides upon 
it. Then for closo on two mortal 
hours tho battle raged. Matters started 
In quietly enough, but by tho time it 
W.is all over, and tho debate had 
reached its comic opera close the ma- 
jority of the members of the board 
hud got pretty well worked up, tho 
mayor had threatened to have Aid. Fell 
thrown out of tho chambers, Aid. Fell 
had told tho mayor to keep quiet and 
behave himself, Aid. Hanna had ac- 
cused Aid. Fell of divers and sundry 
crimes, and altogether tho majority of 
tho aldermen had managed to got en 
tangled with each other in some way 
or other. To crown all, tho mayor 
for tho whole of tho executive of 
British Columbia Athletic Association 
threatened to resign, and ex-Aid. 
Yates, who was also present to back 
•UP the claims of tho society, supported 
him. 

I Finally the whole matter was de- 
cided by. a resolution and an amend- 
ment which left tho matter Just ex- 
actly where it commenced, but gavo 
to each side of tho board the satis- 
faction of having "won their point." 
Just how' much the resolution and 
amendment meant may be gathered 
from the fact that although the reso- 
lution was the work of one side of 
tho fray and the amendment of tho 
other, all tho aldermen found them- 
selves able to vote on each without

"Tho arranging for suitable attrac- 
tions is one of tho hardest things 
which tho managements of the var- 
ious fairs throughout tho province and 
country are called upon to do," said 
Dr. Tolmio. "Attractions are neces- 
sary to got people to attend tho fairs. 
Without somo sports or something else 
of interest they will not attend in 
crowds day after day.

agricultural produce may bo interest 
ing enough for the timo being, but 
they won't draw a crowd day after 
day. For this attractions are . needed, 
and ono of tho attractions which hav 
been found most successful Is racing 
Itaclng Is a feature in thei majority of 
the fairs in this province, and In Can- 
ada. They have it nt Toronto, tho 
largest and best managed fair In 
America. At AVinnipeg ono day last 
year saw between thirty and forty 
thousand people gathered -to watch ; 
raco meet. At Calgary and at Bran 
don, too, both largo fairs, the races 
tire tho main attractions. In tills prov- 
ince they havo racing at Vernon and 
ICamloops, while at Now Westminster 
they have a small moot. Their track 
at New Westminster is not very good 
so cannot havo a very large meet, but 
such as It is It creates a good deal of 
interest, and attracts large numbers of 
people from Vancouver, as well as 
from tho city itself." 

Dr. Tolmio lso dilated upon the ad- 
vantage which a good race course 
would bo to the city, outside of its 
value as forming a means of attraction 
to tho fair grounds. At Calgary he 
had met men who had told him that 
they would train their horses in this 
city, nnd if thero were only a winter 
track here, and one well known horse- 
man had informed him that had Vic 
torJa such a track she would in the 
course of two years havo over ono hun 
dred horses In winter quarters here. 

"The council should do all in its 
power to aid the association," said Dr. 
Tolmio in conclusion "for the very 
good reason that wo are out solely in 
tho Interests of the city of Victoria, 

Dr. Tolmio was rewarded by a little 
burst of clapping as ho wound up and 
took his seat. .T. E. Grey, the well 
known horse owner took his place. 

Mr. Grey spoko of tho advantage., 
which would accrue to tho city from 
the possession of a winter track. 
"Thero is no other point In Canada,' 
lio said, "which offers such facilities 
for tho training of horses. Onco vou 
sot a Ilrst class track here, you would 
attract hundreds of people to tho city.

Mr. Anderson told his hearers that 
If Victoria were to got a winter track 
ho - would probably 'come and live in 
tho city, bringing his horses with him, 
and lie closed with tho wise aphor- 
ism, that "racing is no harm so long 
as you don't make harm out of It." 
Aid. Hanna's View 
Dr. Tolmio, Mr. Gray and Mr. An- 
derson having concluded their address- 
es. Aid. Vincent showed just how 
much effect they had had on his ad- 
amantine breast by immediately again 
drawing attention to his motion to tho 
effect that tho sum of $1,500 be set 
aside out of tho money at the disposal 
of tho board, for the purpose of re- 
pairing iho buildings. Before, how- 



over, anyone had had time to second 
tho motion, Aid. Hanna was on his 
feet. Regarding Aid. Fell, Aid. Vin- 
cent and Aid.

Star Mining Co. vs. Byron N. White 
Co. ((Before Irving, Martin & Mor- 
rison, JJ.)— This is a.t appeal from 
the decision of Hunter, V. J., in a min- 
ing action of nio.-e than ordinary Im- 
portance, and Its determination will 
be of considerable interest not .only 
to the legal profession, but to all en- 
gaged in mining transactions. 

Tho appeal first came on for hear- 
ing at Vancouver In November last, 
when the court ordered certain further 
development work to be done in the 
mine in dispute to demonstrate tho 
contention of both sides. This work 
has been done and now the court is 
hearing evidence and argument on that 
point. 

At the outset, Mr. Davis, K.C., for 

the appclants, asked for a ruling as to 

whether the court would call the fur- 
ther witnesses they being virtually of- 
ficers of the cpurt in that they had 

dono the work ordered by the court. 

The luncheon recess was taken ad- 
vantage of to consider this question, 

and on reassembling the court ruled 

that they wouldn't call tho witnesses, 

but would leave it to the parties. 
Tho courtroom Is set out with an 

Interesting display of models and maps, 

and many mining experts of note arc 

to give evidence on both sides. 

The action was one for damages 

and an Injunction in respect of the al- 
leged taking of ore by the defendants 

from the Rabbit Paw and Heber Frac- 
tion mineral claims owned by the 

plaintiffs, and its history Is clearly set 

out in tho following judgment of the 

trial judge: 
The ore was admittedly taken from 

within the limits of the claims, but the 

defendants Justify under the law gov- 
erning their claims known as the Slo- 

can Star and the Silversmith; that is 

to say, they allege that they are . n- 

titled to the ore as belonging to a 

vein, the apex of which is on their own 

claims, and which they have in ;'.t e 

course of mining followed down Into 

the plaintiff's ground. 
The mountain on which tho claims 

are situate looks towards tho north, 

and tho vein works backward with 

depth towards the south. The defend- 
ants sank a shaft from their nth level, 

and worked thence westerly into the 

defendant's ground, as they contend 

along their vein, and It is from this 

drift that most of the ore in question 

has been taken. 
The plaintiffs contend that in so do 

ing the defendants have not boon pur 

suing tho Slocan Star vein, but thnt 

this vein is cut off by what they term 

tho Black Fissure, which extends from 

a point at or near the head of the 

shaft on tho 5th level in a- north 

westerly direction to tho point B, on 

tho plan affixed to tin defendants' 

model, and beyond into the slates. 
At the trial a largo rita'ss of evidence 

was given in support of the respective 

theories, the plaintiffs contending that 

the Slocan Star vein was cut off as 

already stated by the Black Fissure, 
and the defendants maintaining that 

the Slocan Star vein continued around 

point B. to a point C. on the model, 
and connected with the Silversmith 
vein, which they were working at the 
same level, and In fact that the Silver- 
smith and Slocan Star constituted one 
and the, same vein. 

Difficulties having arisen as to the 
selection of an indifferent engineer to 
Inspect and report upon the condition 
and appearance of the workings, I con- 
sidered it advisable to inspect them 
myself In conjunction with an engineer 
chosen by each of the parties, and 
counsel were invited to attend the in- 
spection, which, however, they both 
agreed was unnecessary. Tho plan 
was adopted that each engineer was to 
point out and explain upon the ground 
the principal facts In support of his 
contention, and that the other was then 
to explain them from his point of view. 
Tho result was that as the connection 
of the two veins between points C. and 
D.-27 on the 5th level was not apparent 
to the eye, it was ordered that such 
work should be dont as would if pos- 
sible shew the continuity of that vein 
through that dista i e. 

This work having been done, and a 
second view having been had, I have 
come to the conclusion, after hearing 
further evidence and what was urgd, 
that the defendants' contention Is cor- 
rect, and that tho 5th level shows a 
continuous vein traversing the Silver- 
smith and Slocan Star. 

With respect to the origin of this 
vein I incline to accept the defendants' 
theory In preference to that of the 
plaintiffs. The former was that tho 
remarkable curve which tho vein 
takes at the point where the work was 
ordered to be done arises from the faot 
that tho fissure passes around tho nose 
of a large dyke of porphyry, which 
had long before in a heated condition 
. . through the slates which there 
constitute tho country rook in prefer- 
ence to traversing It, tho porphyry be- 
ing a much harder and denser material 
than the surrounding slates; and I do 
not consider that the theory Is weak-

tho case. And although he admitted 
that there were many spots in tho dif- 
ferent levels of tho Slocan Star which 
were barren and composed of the self- 
same material as the Black Fissure, ho 
maintained there was less evidence of 
crushing movement In tho Star vein 
than In the Fissure, but I do not aeo 
how any distinction can be bksed on 
this ground alone to differentiate por- 
tions of a vein which is continuous in 
fact. It Is true that at one or two 
points, notably at and beyond B., the 
material composing tho vein and tho 
adjoining slates appeared to bo more 
compressed, shattered, and contorted 
than usual, but I think this was to bo 
expected owing to tho sharp curve 
taken by tho fissure and the- weight of 
the superincumbent mass of porphyry. 

Inspection of the 5th level disclosed 
the fact that ore is found between 
stations 10 and 20 as well as all around 
the "horse" or shaft (i.e., where the 
vein widens out at tho western bound- 
ary of the Slocan Star and commences 
its north-westerly course in the Heber 
Fraction); and also for a distance of 
2S0 feet from the shaft as far as station 
27, that is to say, for 280 feet in the 
Black Fissure, and there is nothing to 
distinguish tills ore from that In tho 
Slocan Star vein. Mr. Sizer explained 
the existence of the ore in —tills 280 
feet by saying that for a distance of 
SO feet up to tho cross-cut It was tho 
Slocan Star vein broomed out, as it 
were, and butting up . against the 
Black Fissure; and that as for the 
next ,'J0 feet, there Is little or no trace 
of ore, but from that on to the up- 
rise In the Rabbit Paw ground, a dis- 
tance of about 10 feet, ore is found to 
occur; that these circumstances point 
to the existence of another vein sep- 
arate from the Slocan Star vein, and 
also cut off by and traversing out 
against the Black Fissure; and, in 
explanation of the fact that ore is 
found in the. remaining 00 feet up to 
station 27, invokes the theory of drag 
ore, or suggests that the Black Fis- 
sure has been mineralized for that dis- 
tance. I have, therefore, on the one 
hand the contention that the presence 
of ore for this 2.S0 feet indicates con- 
tinuity of vein, and, on the other, a 
theory which has little to commend it 
except the Ingenuity born of despair 
and which the fact that the ore is 
found over the entire width of the vein 
is of itself sufficient to demolish. 

Certain places were visited which 
Mr. Slzer claimed supported his the- 
ory, and would demonstrate it if ex- 
ploratory work were ordered to bo 
done. Mr. Slzer contended at the trial 
that evidence could be found at the 
angle of the slope ,iear station 10, 
about 25 feet above the 5th level, in 
support of his theory of cut- off, but a 
shot having been put in, since the 
trial, has wiped out any appearance 
of Junction or cut off. In the stopo 
above, whero Mr. Slzer contended at 
the trial a similar appearance could 
bo observed, the ore has dropped down 
since tho trial and shews the vein 
continuing on the course shown by ex- 
hibit 70, and lias also uncovered a 
clear hanging wall of porphyry. At 
the west face of tho intermediate above 
No. 5 level there, , was before the trial 
an angle as shewn in exhibit G., and 
Mr. Sizor contended that if tills were 
removed a clean cut off would become 
apparent. Work has been done and 
the level continued for a distance of 
23 feet, with tho result that the vein 
appears to proceed in the course shown 
in exhibit 71: and there is a good ore 
body now showing in the face. In 
presence of this debacle all that Ml*. 
Slzer could suggest was that the level 
was not run far enough and that the 
vein might be 70 or SO feet in width, 
and that' it broomed out In the same 
ay as below. There was also a place 
In the angle of the Intermediate be- 
low Five, where Mr. Slzer stated at 
the trial that a crack IS inches in 
depth was to be seen, which supported 
his contention that the Black Fissure 
cut off the vein and proceeded on be- 
yond; but this spot was not then open 
to examination, as the shaft was full 
of water. 

Silversmith level No. 4 was then ex- 
amined. This is entered through a 
horizontal tunnel which penetrates the 
nose of the dyke about 50 feet, when 
matter in place becomes observable, 
and at a distance of 12(1 feet Mr. 
Elmendorf pointed out ore, and It was 
shown at the trial that ore was found 
nearer the mouth of the tunnel by a. 
distance of about 50 feet. I have no 
doubt that this tunnel simply cuts 
through a downward bulge in the 
porphyry, and that If it had followed 
ore or vein matter all the way in from 
the exit. 

The outcrop was next inspected, 
where a series of pits (ever 50 in a 
distance of about 1,300 feet) had been 
dug showing the apex rounding the 
dyke, its lowest point being at the nose I 
of the dyke. Mr. Slzer candidly ad- [ 
milted that ho could not dispute the 
fact that the Silversmith vein contin- 
ued its way easterly around the point 
of the dyke, but that at a short dis- 
tance east of the mouth of the tunnel j 
it was intercepted by the Black Fis- 
sure.

Inspection In presence of Mr. Elmen- 
dorf and Mr. Fowler was also had of 
tho placo in tho intermediate below 
Five not accessible on the former in- 
spection, where Mr. Sizer had dis- 
cerned a crack, and which he claimed 
if opened up would show tho Black 
Fissure cutting ofic the Slocan Star 
vein. I am satisfied thait this Is a mere 
slip in the vein filling, and that it is 
only one of a number or such Instances 
in the mine. I might add that ore 
occurs here and there in this level west 
of the shaft, the lasit occurrence being 
about 125 feet from the shaft and 
about 12 feet from tho face. 

This second inspection having been 
had, further evidence was heard In 
July last, and tho only matter devel- 
oped which calls for any comment was 
that Mr. Slzer seemed to be uncertain 
as to what width ho would assign to 
the butt-end of his so-called No. 2 
vein, and as to what portion of the ore 
found in tho alleged Black Fissure he 
would call drag ore. 

Lastly, it should not bo overlooked 
that the fact that this so-called Black 
Fissure was followed up unerringly for 
a distance of over a thousand feet 
without cross-cutting Into the adjoin- 
ing rocks as far as point B., is a 
strong argument to show fha»t the de- 
fendants were successfully following 
the Slocan Star vein in various turn- 
ings— an argument can only be better 
appreciated by one who has been 
underground and seen the locus in quo. 

Mucli stress was laid upon the fact 
■that the Black Fissure as seen on the 
nth level was barren for over 1,100 
feet, but in my opinion there is noth- 
ing in this to militate against the con- 
tention for continuity. Other instances 
of veins being barren for long dis- 
tances were cited and there is nothing 
to guarantee that this portion of the 
5th level may not improve with depth 
until a point is reached when the 
ascending solutions were less subject 
to the Influence of the overhanging 
porphyry, and there is, however, the 
difficult fact to contend with that ns 
already stated, assay ore was found in 
pit 19. 

I was accordingly at the close of tho 
evidence of the opinion that this so- 
called Black Fissure is a myth, and 
that the Slocan Stav and Silversmith 
veins constitute one and the same 
vein. After the evidence was closed, 
Mr. Davis applied for an order that 
further woric be don e on the ground 
that not enough had been done to 
establish his theory, and that without 
fresh work It was useless for him to 
continue, and said that there was no 
object, in nrguing tho case as it stood, 
and that unless more work was done, 
tho case was practically settled. As I 
was satisfied that on what I had al- 
ready seen and heard that his theory 
was false and could not be demon- 
strated to be true, I refused the ap- 
plication, but left tho question open 
until after I had heard argument on 
the whole case. The argument was 
llxed for 6th November last, but on 
that day Mr. Macncill appeared for 
the plaintiffs and informed the court 
that he was Instructed merely to form, 
ally renew the application, which be- 
ing formally refused, no withdrew from 
tho proceedings. 

Nothing, then, having been urged by 
Mr. Macncill as to why I should 
change my opinion and order further 
work done, I remain of that opinion, 
and consider that it would be only im- 
posing a serious burden on the de- 
fendants without any advantage to the 
plaintiffs if I wore to order any more 
work to be done in support of a theory 
which did not keep its original form, 
hut grew with the litigation and from 
time to time showed great elastic 
•»'»wers in accommodating Itself to tho 
facts. 

There Is, therefore, nothing loft for 
me to do but to dismiss the action with 
costs. 

Mr. Bodwoll pressed for a declaration 
as to the nature and extent of the 
rights of bis clients, but, as there is 
no counterclaim praying for such a 
declaration, it Is not open to mo to 
make one. Even if there were, it 
would not necessarily be incumbent on 
me to do so. As matters stand, tho 
dismissal of tb action determines all 
the Issues In favor of the defendants.

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Discovery Made While 
ing to Reach the Yukon 
In '98 



Dr. W. H. McLaren, of Lumsde". 
Saslc, is on his way north. It ia un- 
derstood he intends showing several 
New York capitalists over some go 1 *! 
mining properties in the vicinity of 
Telegraph Creek, which he discovered 
in 18DS. When interviewed and ask^d 
regarding his reasons for the trip jie 
is about to take, Dr. McLaren av^3 
rather reticent, says the NeWs-Adv e r- 
tlser. In referring, however, to pis 
experiences in that part of British 
Columbia lying between Ashcroft arid 
Telegraph Creek, during 1808 a nd 
he was more communicative. 

"The Alaska Mercantile & MlnlfiE 
company was organized in 1898," Jie 
said, "and I Was one of the party of 
16 men Who started north from Ash- 
croft over the Telegraph trail, al os 
toward the end of June. We were un- 
der the impression, owing to numer- 
ous misleading pamphlets which h'fld 
been published. .by nearly all the rail- 
roads, that the journey from Ashcw?£t 
to Telegraph Creek could be made In 
21 days, but it took us nearly fo ur 
months, and I hope I shall never h.a.vo 
to go through in any future Io llr 
months or in a lifetime, what I went 
through in that third Part of a y e ar. 
We followed the direction given In the 
railway folder and the road wasn't ho 
bad until we passed Hazelton. 
Swam Skeena River 
'"We swam the Skeena river ^nd 
landed on the north side of the J^is 
piox, which is a tributary of the llr^t- 
namod river. The Klspiox was ff'- 
lowed to a Point where It takes; a 
southerly bend; at the same place the 
road we were traveling branched to 
the right. The book wo were relying 
upon told us the right branch was t'l^ 
old Dominion road, the other being the 
trail of the government telegraph line. 
The only directory wc had was a. rail- 
way so-called guide book, in pursu- 
ance with instructions contained 
therein, we followed the string of wire. 
Before we had gone a very great dis- 
tance we were obliged to proceed very 
slowly. By the time two Weeks ^ad 
gone by, after wc had passed the pac- 
ing of the government and the tele- 
graph ways, the road wc wore on lost 
itself in the mountains. Wo searcped 
for a pass through which to make <?ur 
way, but could not find ono. There 
was nothing for it but to turn and re- 
trace our .-steps. Although We had pad 
a fairly good road for the first Part °t 
the journey, we could not make 
good time; two months had Passed 
since we left Ashcroft; it was with no 
small feeling of chagrin that we turn- 
ed our course back In the direction 
from which wo had come. 

Shortage of Food 
"Our horses were beginning to limn 
and the supply of food was dally gr u' 
ing smaller. By the time wo got h^ck 
to the Dorr..'nlon road some of the ipen 
were for giving up the thought of e vor 
getting north to the gold country. 
Those who still wanted to pursue the 
quest for the yellow metal outnumber- 
ed the weaker-hearted members of the 
party, however, and Wo rounded the 
turn on to the Dominion road Just as 
the first flakes of snow began to fni 1- 

"Wo wore not long on the road be- 
fore evidence that It was the right onv. 
was supplied US. Tills was suc'i, liow- 
over, as to preclude any elation vc r 
the gaining of the knowledge; wq 
know that others had passed over th 
trail, because practically all die Ri-ass 
had been cropped by grazing hor-scs 
of previous parlies. As the weather 
began to grow colder, our faithful ani- 
mals began to drop off until when nly 
about five horses remained rvllvo. 
Wo decided., to divide the Party. 
Eleven men went forward on foot ^Ith 
instructions to send our succor from 
Telegraph Crook, from which phico We 
imagined wo were but lfiO miles dis- 
tant. It eventuated, however, that 
the distance was about fiOO miles, jrlve 
of the party, myself Included, remain- 
ed behind with the horses. Wc lipide 
as good time as was possible, but ow- 
ing to the scant supply of food ob- 
tainable for the beasts thoy were, not 
capable of very rapid progress. S u 
many and lengthy wore the delays We 
suffered that the season Was so fur 
advanced that severe weather vvaa be- 



ginning to pe experienced. The horses 
were nearly all gone. 

Meet Stranger in Need 
"Ono day while we Were eating our 
short rations an old man came up 
with us. Our foreman, noticing he 
wore a Pair of boots wc had left in a 
cache several miles pack on the trail, 
made him surrender them. The old 
man was cold and hungry, but this 
foreman refused to feed him. We had 
not access to our scanty supply of 
bread, so v ve wore helpless to render 
the stranger the assistance he so dire 
Jy needed. The hard-heartedness ol 
our head man so sickened us of hlE 
company that a man called Tom, with 
a Ump like an old soldier, and my 
self, helped ourselves to a fair share 
of the visible supply of foodstuffs — to 
bo more accurate, to five loaves of 
bread, nine cupfulls of Hour and 
small quantity of dried fish. We also 
took a frying pan and a gun, and 
struck on by ourselves while the oth 
ers were sleeping. We made pretty 
fast time, as we had no ailing horses 
to tend to. In order to save our sup 
ply of foou we shot a few groundhogs 
along the way. When old Tom and 
I were about two days together the 
trail befian to take us up over rising 
ground. As we looked ahead it had the 
appearance of a roadway leading up a 
hill, on the summit of which the rocks 
are of such a fantastic formation as to 
give one the impression that he is ap- 
proaching the ruins of an ancient cas- 
tle. Wo stopped amazed when our 
eyes fell n the sight. Part of the 
building seemed to be intact, and we 
thought for a moment were coming 
to a habitation of some kind. 

Illusion Soon Vanished 
"The illusion soon vanished, how- 
ever, when we reached the top of 
what we afterwards learned was Mus- 
keg Summit. What appeared to be 
old ruins proved to be only snow-cov- 
ered rocks. Perched on one of these, 
We were surprised to see the old man 
who had passed our party about two 
weeks before. He was eating berries 
Which grew on some shrubby bushes, 
and when we asked him how he had 
fared since ho had passed us, he said 
"Quite sumptuously." He joined us, 
and wc passed down into a long, low 
valley together. We kept together for 
three days, during which time we had 
come to a place where the road 
branched to the left and right. Al- 
though w c all experienced a sort of 
premonition that It was not the right 
road, with human perversity we went 
to th e left. We were anxious to get 
on as fast as possible, and sometimes 
kept on goinB well into the night. We, 
were quite tired when wo lay down 
under some trees on the evening of the 
third day, and, although it was quite 
cold, wo slept soundly until daybreak 
When we awoke we felt a sort of 
creepy sensation all over us, for w£ 
were only about ten feet from a yawn- 
ing chasm so deep that it makes me 
shudder when I think of it. None of 
us said anything, but noncbalently we 
started back in the direction of Mus 
keg. A difference of opinion arose as 
to which of three ways was the prop- 
er one to take us back to the desired 
point W had had nothing to eat for 
two days, so we did not care much 
where Wo went. My two companions 
took one and I took another. About 
noon I wa s up on quite an ele 
vated piece of ground, and on looking 
around, caught sight of what seemed 
to be the place where we had turned 
off to th lert branch of the road 
Approached the Divide 
"I had ply rifle with me, but the 
cartridges were wet and had refused 
to go off v vhen I shot at a deer a cou 
pie of days previous; however, I put 
the gun oyer my knee and snapped the 
trigger for about twenty times, and at 
last It wont off. I wanted to draw the 
attention of the other men, and the 
shot had the desired effect. They soon 
came in sight, and we all made our 
way back to the divide spoken of 
above . As we neared it, I saw a piece 
of paper fastened to a stick which wo 
had overlooked on our way In. The 
snow had almost obliterated the writ- 
ing, but we made it out. It read: 
"Take the road to lll e right, for the 
left one leads to hell!" The old man, 
who was a typical miner, my chum 
and myself started on up the right 
branch, feeling that wo were at last 
on the real trail. The stranger (for 
we never found out his name) didn't 
care to go as fast as we wanted to, 
we left hi'", after leaving with him 
part of a groundhog we had Just kill- 
ed. 

"An Indian wc met on the evening 
of the same day directed us to a blazed 
trail which he sa'd would shorten con- 
siderably the distance to our destin- 
ation— -Telegraph Creek. I want ahead 
and Tom followed with llmpedy-limp 
walk. Wc didn't talk very much. The 
trail followed a river which the Indian 
informed ua ran into the Stllilne. Wo 



alongside the river for several hours, 
and tramped through the thick brush 
to the water's edge to get a drink. 
Found Black Sand 

"We noticed that the sand along 
the river was very black. Out of curi- 
osity, wo walked up the river bed some 
distance, and halted where a water- 
fall came down from the mountains 
into the river, the name of which I 
do not know. Here the sand was 
blacker than ever and I panned out 
two handfulls of the sand. The result 
was such as to make glad the heart of 
a mining man. Millions of tons of the 
same sand lay along the river and un- 
der tho water, and we knew that the 
gold contained in it could not be taken 
out in a hundred years. My compan- 
ion and I picked up our pockets full of 
large nuggets and went back to the 
blazed trail." 

Discovery Remains Secret 

Dr. McLaren Is quite certain 
besides himself and companion 
one Indian no other person has 
seen the sand he discovered. His com- 
panion died of scurvy the next win- 
ter, and the Indian has also been de- 
ceased some time. He told how a res- 
cuing party sent out from Telegraph 
Creek eventually rescued them and 
tho other members of tho party they 
had left behind. Dr. McLaren after- 
wards had the gold he panned out of 
the black sand stolen from him by a 
man from Tacoma. He was asked 
why he had not gone back and staked 
out claims along the tributary of the 
3tikine, and replied that he had been 
called East, where important business 
Interests had kept him engaged until 
the present. Dr. McLaren did not care 
to tell whether or not he was going 
north to acquire the land now, but he 
is of the opinion that he could go back 
to where the sand is so rich in gold, 
without any trouble.

ENDERBY COAL MINES 

Properties Being Worked and Product 
Will Soon Bo on the Market 

The Enderby Progress, In its is- 
sue of April 5, says: "On Friday last 
visitors to Harvey & Dobson's office 
could have scon a bright, glowing fire, 
made of coal brought from the prop- 
erty of tho Enderby Coal Mines, Ltd. 
It is said to closely resemble the best 
Comox coal, and burns without form- 
ing clinkers or caking, the residue be- 
ing a fine white ash. It is the inten- 
tion of the company, as soon as con- 
ditions permit, to bring down about 
half a ton of coal and make a test on 
the locomotives of the S. & O. to as- 
certain its steaming qualities. 

Prospecting operations have been 
actively pursued for the last two 
years, small quantities of tho fuel be- 
ing brought down from time to time 
as samples. These were obtained from 
the end of a tunnel which the company 
are boring about seven miles from 
town. As the workmen pierce further 
into the seam the quality of the coal 
greatly improves, and at the same time 
appears to widen out. Drilling was 
resorted to last summer on the moun- 
tain side about two and a half miles

"It 
Is true there Is now about sixty million of 
Canadian money on the street, but there 
was a great deal more of It two months 
ago and two months hence there will ho 
much less, .because the hanks must take 
care of tuelr cuwtomers at home first. Of 
course even sixty million Is a small sum 
In comparison with the amount required 
for nil commercial purposes in Canada 
and the fact still remains that there is 
not enough money to go around. Suppose 
ten manufacturers want a million apiece 
accommodation from their bank for next 
year's business and the bank can safely 
lend only eight million, the result Is that 
all things going equal, the ten will get 
only a proportion of the amount available. 
And in n nutshell that is precisely the 
situation In financial circles in Canada and 
the United States. Instead of Wall street 
pinching, Wall street is being pinched, 
that Is why call loans went up to 12 
per cent., why the big slump in stocks 
came a short time ago whereby n lot of 
big fellows were shaken down to the tune 
of nine or ten million. 

Needs Outside Capital 
"Canada never needed outside i 
more than It does today. It is all very 
well for our banks to Increase their 
capital, but If they do it with custom- 
ors' deposits it amounts to no more than 
trying to lift one's self by the boot-straps. 
'Phe .shrewdest financial move that lias 
been made In banking in tills country 
was made when l>. M. Stewart of the 
Sovereign Bank secured the funds for hi 
bank's 'increased capital In Europe, there 
by placing just that much, extra capital 
at the country's disposal. *

The localities of the supposed strike 
were visited yesterday afternoon by n 
representative of the News- Advertiser, but 
there did not appear to 'he any unwonted 
excitement.

erty. 

At the Anthropological Institute 
I meeting at the Civil Service Commis- 
sion theatre, Burlington Gardens, Bug., 
Dr. C O. Sellgtnann showed cinema* 
tograph pictures of New Guinea na- 
tive dances. 



Two interesting visitors arrived in 
Montreal from New York this morn- 
ing In the persons of Sir Robert Cran- 
ston, ICC, V.O., V.D., and Lady Cran- 
ston, of Edinburgh, says the Montreal 
Witness of Monday of last week. Sir 
Robert held tho office of honorary 
treasurer for Edinburgh for five years, 
and following upon that otfice ho was 
appointed lord provost of the city, a 
position which he has just resigned 
after serving for three years. 

His main purpose in coming across 
the water Is to be present at the open- 
ing of the Technical institute which 
Mr. Carnegie lias just established at 
Pittsburg, and which is to be under 
tho government of the University of 
Pennsylvania. He will be one of the 
speakers at tho opening ceremony, 
having consented to deliver an address 
on "Scotland, Past and Present," and 
ho will also be there as the representa- 
tive of tho University of Edinburgh, 
and present an address from that cor- 
poration. 

In the course of a chat with n 'Wit- 
ness representative, at the Windsor 
hotel this morning, Sir Robert men- 
tioned that he was one of the dele- 
gates at the forthcoming peace con- 
ference in Now York. Such confer- 
ences as this one did a great deal of 
good, he thought, in promoting public 
sentiment in favor of arbitration, but 
he had no hope that they would ulti- 
mately lead to the various nations dis- 
banding their armaments. 

"Wo can do much," he said, "to get 
national differences settled by arbi- 
tration, but there will always be the 
possibility of a nation refusing to ac- 
cept the decision of the arbitrators. 
Then the final appeal must be to arms; 
but, mark you, the nation which re- 
fuses to accept the arbitrators' decis- 
ion will, by so doing, alienate the sym- 
pathies of the otlier powers. As to 
tho limitation of armaments, I don't 
see how that can be brought about, for 
it would be practically impossible to 
say what limit shall bo placed on the 
various nations. For the present, at 
any rate, our object must be to do all 
in our power to promote a universal 
sentiment in favor of arbitration." 

Sir Robert lias for many years been 
an enthusiastic volunteer, and he has 
recently been promoted from the posi- 
tion of colonel commanding the 1st Lo- 
thian Volunteer Infantry brigade to 
the rank of brigadier-general. Ho Is 
keenly interested In Mr. Haldano's 
scheme of army reform, and describ- 
ed the effect which this would have 
on the volunteers of Great Britain. At 
present, be said, volunteers serve for 
three years, and have to pay a fine of 
three pounds, which may be remitted 
at discretion, if they wisli to leave be- 
fore their term has expired. The 
agreement, however, was a private one 
between the officers and tho men, and 
tho latter might refuse at any time to 
serve. Under Mr. Haldano's scheme 
tho term of service would bo for four 
years, and the agreement would be 
between the government and the men. 
A fine of five pounds would be imposed 
if men left beforo the term was ex- 
pired, and they would have to give 
three months' notice, instead of four- 
teen days, as at present. The govern- 
ment would also have the right to re- 
fuse resignations. The various rogl- 
ments would be under the orders of 
the war office, and in time of peed tho 
whole country could be denuded of the 
I regular forces, the defence being left 
entirely to the volunteers. 

This scheme Sir Richard favored as 
being of a most practical character. 

Questioned in regard to conscrip- 
tion, lie said he did not think that 
would over eofno into force in Great. 
Britain, hut he would not bo surprised 
If ultimately the government made 
service compulsory In what is now 
called the "volunteer" force. He saw 
no reason why this should not be done, 
for tho volunteer force made little de- 
mands on the time of men, and at tho 
samo tinio fitted them for practical 
service in the defence- of their coun- 
try.

INTERESTING JUDGMENT 

Vancouver Man Wins Suit Against B. 
C. Electric Railway Company 

At Vancouver on Saturday Mr. Jus- 
tice Morrison, by a Judgment handed 
down, awarded Joseph Delisle $2,000 
and costs in his action against the 
British Columbia Electric Railway 
company. This case was heard during 
tho present civil assizes. 

Tho plaintiff in. this action was an 
employee of the defendant company, 
and on July 4, while engaged in work 
assigned to him by tho company's 
foreman, was instructed to remove a 
trolley wire suspended from a pole on 
the railway line near Eburne. He was 
given a short ladder to suspend by 
means of a rope from a crossarm be- 
tween two polos. While at work on 
the ladder tho rung on which the ropo 
was attached broke, and Delisle fell 
twenty-two feet to tho track below, 
sustaining injuries, on account of 
which ho sued. , 

Mr. Justice Morrison found an en- 
tire absence of negligence on the part 
of tho plaintiff. He also found that 
the ladder used by the plaintiff was 
defective, and that the defendant com- 
pany was bound to see that thl3 lad- 
der for this particular work was free 
from defects, 



FATALITY AT REVELSTOKE 

Explosion of Torpedo Kills One Boy 
and Injures Another 

Revelstoke, April 6. — Tho five-year- 
old son of J. Deblass, a C. P. R. car 
repairer, employed at the shops here, 
was instantly killed at the railway 
yards by the explosion of a torpedo 
which the child was playing with. Tho 
three-year-old brother of the dead boy, 
who was standing nearby, was badly 
Injured, but it is believed that ho will 
recover. 

As far as can bo learned, it appears 
that the boys found an old torpedo in 
tho yards. It was of the kind used by 
trackmen to signal warnings to ap- 
proaching trains at night, or during 
thick weather. It is stated that tho 
dead boy, knowing that the torpedo 
enrried explosive, placed it on a rock, 
and with another stone hit it a sharp 
blow. 

The unfortunate Boy* was so badly 
Injured by tho resultant explosion that 
ho died instantly. His little brother 
was removed to the hospital suffering 
Intensely,

SECRETARY CUTHBERT ■ 
RETURNS FBOM SOUTH 



Reports Interest in Victoria and 
Island and Promise of 
Many Visitors 



Herbert Cuthbert, secretary of the 
Victoria Tourist association has ro- 
turnod from a three weeks' trip 
through the western Coast states after 
visiting Portland, Oakland, Berkley, 
San Francisco, Paso Bobles, Fresno, 
Santa Barbara, Los Angeles, and Riv- 
erside. Mr. Cuthbert traveled with tho 
Seattle business men's excursion and 
Hucceeded in accomplishing a largo 
amount of advertising work in tho in- 
terest of Victoria. 

Speaking of tho trip Mr. Cuthbert 
said that the only place where tho ex- 
cursion was delayed by the Hoods was 
at Paso Robles. From that point to 
Santa Barbara tho Southern Pacific 
was obliged to take its trains over an 
extra 775 miles of track and tho pas- 
sengers were so pleased with tho at- 
tention to their needs evinced by tho 
Southern Pacific that they passed a 
resolution of thanks and presented the 
representative of tho company with a 
piece of silver plate as a momento of 
tho occasion. 

At San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Sacramento, Mr. Cuthbert addressed 
gatherings of citizens In tho interest of 
Victoria and found a great deal of in- 
terest was taken in this city's attrac- 
tions as a summer resort and in its 
opportunities for industrial enterprises. 
A largo number of booklets advertis- 
ing tho city wero distributed during 
tho trip and arrangements weie made 
for advertising Victoria in tho office 
where every tourist to California must 
call in order to have his ticket signed 
und validated. A striking advertise- 
ment is now in couvso of preparation 
for this purpose which will attract 
marked attention to this city. 

Thero are two large excursions ar- 
ranged to Los Angeles this summer, 
that of tho Mystic Shrlners on Juno 
1 and that of tho National Fducatlonal 
association about a month later. Ar- 
rangements have been made so that, 
if any possible chance of so doing ex- 
ists, every ticket not previously routed 
will bo routed for return via Victoria. 
It .has also been arranged with the 
Stato Board of Trado of California, 
with the Chamber.) of Commerce of 
Oakland, Berkley, and Los Angeles, 
and with tho Southern Pacific com- 
pany to ,liavo tho return excursions of 
California business men break up in 
Victoria, so that all of these parties, 
of which thero will bo two or three 
special trains, will disband in this city. 

"Apart from the immediate benefit 
of this largo tourist traffic," said Mr. 
Cuthbert. "I consider that the pres- 
ence of these men will bo of almost 
incnlculablo value to tho city as an 
advertising medium. They aro tho 
most representative men of California 
pnd will bo ablo to do this city a great 
deal of good." 

In regard to San Francisco, ho said 

A 



that this city is very well advertised 
in that place, but there is a dlsposi 
tion on tho part of tho pcoplo there 
to stay at home and assist in the re 
building of their own city. 

"There is absolutely no question,' 
he continued, "about San Francisco 
being rebuilt and with finer building 
than before. Tho amount of work 
which has been done In tho past 
twelvo months is truly wonderful, con 
siderlng tho proposition they wore up 
against. I had occasion to visit nearly 
all of the city, particularly tho wrecked 
portion, and it is truly amazing to see 
the manner in which buildings aro bo 
Ing planned and erected. 

"Tho people seem to have forgotten 
the earthquake entirely and the lire Is 
the uppermost thing In their minds. 
It is my thorough belief that tho city 
will be greater than ever before and 
that thero will be no recurrence of 
such a catastrophe as that of last 
spring." 

Mr. Cuthbert Is of the opinion that 
this year Victoria will experience 
bigger tourist season than ever before 
as the eyes of tho tourist world one 
turned this way. Nor Is it tho tour 
1st section alono which evinces this 
Interest. Mr. Cuthbert found a large 
stack of letters awaiting his return 
which were largely from pcoplo desir- 
ing information about the opportuni- 
ties and resources of Vancouver Is- 
land, sonio for purposes of actual set- 
tlement and others for the purpose of 
using such information in articles and 
essays to be read on public occasions. 

On tho whole, indications aro that 
this will bo a very prosperous year 
for Victoria. The busy season will 
probably commence about May 15, and 
It is likely that the hotels will be 
taxed to their utmost. 

The Tourist association has now 
more Information In hand for people 
looking for openings than at any pre- 
vious time and Mr. Cuthbert returns 
with the full conviction that tho apple 
crop can bo made to All in Vancouver 
Island tho place which tho orange fills 
in tho industrial world of California. 
Ha says that this country ought to ad- 
vertise tho commercial value of this 
fruit with all possible vigor and boost 
the Industry to tho fullest possible ex- 
tent 



"AIM OF EDUCATION" 

Speech to Teachers by Principal Mc- 
Intyre of Winnipeg at Nelson 

At a public meeting held at Nelson 
on Wednesday evening of last week, 
under the auspices of the Teachers' 
Institute, \V. A. Mclntyre, principal of 
the Winnipeg Normal school, who had 
been brought to Nelson at some con- 
siderable expense by tho executive of 
tho Teachers' institute for the purpose 
of delivering . a series of three 
addresses, spokn briefly. Mr. Mclntyre, 
While not affecting the style of an ora- 
tor, is a pleasing, interesting and con- 
vincing speaker, lie talked In a con- 
versational manner and well modulat- 
ed voice, and announced his subject as 
the "Aim of Education." Going at once 
to tho heart of the subject, ho first at- 
tacked it from the negative side, deny- 
ing that tho duty of the public school 
was to teach religion, as contended by 
some over-zealous officials of tho 
church; or that It was to turn out 
stenographers and office men and wo- 
men, ns urged by leaders in the busi- 
ness world anxious to get a constant 
supply of youthful help; or that it was

to develop patriots, as claimed by some 
fervid statesmen on behalf of tho 
state; or that it was to develop house- 
keepers, as members of tho domestic 
science cult held. Of tho five great in- 
stitutions which made up society — the 
home, tho school, the state, tho "occu- 
pation" und the church, tho other four 
seemed all too anxious to interfere 
with tho work of tho school. They evi- 
dently thought they know more about 
tho proper methods of conducting 
school than did tho men actually en- 
gaged In educational work, and, when 
anything went wrong, they at once 
blamed it on tho schools, on tho gen- 
eral principle, undoubtedly, so well ex- 
pressed in tho well known exclama- 
tion. "Hit it again; it has no friends! 

Mr. Mclntyro defined tho educated 
man as tho man who was cultivated, 
or perfect within, and who at the 
samo time was fit for service. No man, 
he maintained, who was not able to 
servo society In some capacity was ed 
ucated, no matter how much he might 
know. In tho school, tho studies 
which were truly great were not arith- 
metic, and spoiling, and grammar, but 
those which looked toward all truth, 
all servlco and all duty, namely, sci- 
ence, art and morals. The results of 
such an education, conducted along 
proper lines, that should bo expected 
from tho pupil, could bo classified un- 
der live heads — to learn to know more; 
to gather power, physical, Intellectual 
and moral; to cultivate good habits; 
obedience, accuracy, independence, ef- 
fort and reflection; to acqulro taste 
and refinement (judged by tho attitude 
toward art, music and litcraturo), and 
to develop a good disposition. In or- 
der to attain this desirable end, teach- 
ers should ceuso to think, of the sub- 
jects of study in, tho first place and 
then of the child 'in tho second. Tho 
order should be reversed. 

Mr. Mclntyre gavo voice to a radi- 
cal idea when ho maintained that ex- 
aminations wero not tho great tilings 
in a child's education. He said that 
a student should not bo prevented 
from passing on Into tho high school 
simply because unable to take a suc- 
cessful examination in one particular 
subject, but should be allowed to go 
on and get what good was possible 
from the high school course; The ex- 
amination was not tho chief thing, 
but the education was. Ho closed with 
eloquent appeal to teachers to re- 
member tho dignity and responsibility 
their calling, and to live up "to the 
high opportunities given them.

RAISING ASSUAN DAM 

Large Area In Egypt to Be Brought 
Under Cultivation 

Cairo, April (1— The raising of the As- 
suau Dam, which was saucloned by tho 
Coupon of Ministers, will niivke possible 
the shortage of two and u half times t In? 
amount of water contained In the exist- 
ing reservoir. To the lOgyptlan people this 
implies an addition of OoO.tXX) acres to cul- 
tivation, a large Increase or reveaue to be 
derived from the sale of this area and from 
taxes to he Imposed thereon after It has 
been brought under cultivation, and an 
Increase of the cotton crop estimated to 
represent 1 10,500,000 to £Bi,ooo,ooo a year. 

Financially these bcuetlts will not lie 
dearly purchased, since the total cost of 
raising the dam Is estimated ut only £'101,- 
500,000. Hut archaeologists will deplore 
tao accessary submergence of PhllttO and

Buan and Wady Haifa. The trovornment 
lias done all la Its power to avoid this 
for the last two years. The whole course 
of the Nile from Wady 'Haifa to Khartum 
has been thoroughly surveyed, hut when 
early In March Kir Benjamin Raker and 
Mr. .Webb reported that the construction 
of a new reservoir uliovc tho Shabluka 
Cataract, till then regarded as a possible) 
site, was Impracticable, It was decided 
to heighten tbo Assunu Dam and to raiso 
tho level of the rcsprvolr 23ft. above the 
present maximum. J11 the meantime all 
possible means have been employed to 
minimize the Injury to tho antiquities. 
The temples Hooded will be strengthened, 
and a thorough arcliaeloglcal survey of 
Nubia, In which tho principal arcliaelogl- 
cal societies will bo invited to co-operate, 
will be undertaken at the expense of tho 
government, minute records being uindo 
of every ruin between Wady Haifa and 
Assuan. In view of the fact that the rais- 
ing of t.ho dam will take six years to com- 
plete, antiquarians have still ample time 
for n complete survey of this somewhat 
neglected area.
